1.  To  the  Pastors  and  Members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Sylva 
and  the  Calvary  Church,  for  their  fine  spirit  in  rendering  service 
to  the  association. 

We  also  want  to  express  our  heart  felt  thanks  to  the  Ladies  of 
each  church  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  preparing  such  a  de- 
licious dinner. 

2.  To  all  the  Associational  Officers  and  Workers  for  their  service 
for  the  past  year,  and  to  all  the  churches  that  have  entered  co- 
operatively in  this  great  Baptist  work. 

3.  To  our  Associational  Missionary,  Rev.  Alton  Hooper,  for  his  un- 
tiring labor  and  the  great  spirit  he  labors  in  a  spirit  of  love,  kind- 
ness and  fellowship.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
(Revised  August  16,  1957) 
ARTICLE  I.     The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  ele2t 
and  install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. (2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  soverign  and 
mdependent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Assocition  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  whi-rh  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
m.embership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare  of 
the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of  that 
time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by  majority 
vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at 
least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  superintendent.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
ciHion  ,and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
bo  for  not  more  than  tw^o  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

/RTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
Older  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,  (c)  The  vice 
moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  incapaci- 
tation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another  moderator 
i-^  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of 
all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  distributed  to 
messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session  of  the 
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annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  concerning 
the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church 
in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon 
as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,  (f)  The  treasurer 
shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  or 
the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up  to  date, 
(h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of 
their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  b}'  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

1.    All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.    The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 
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4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  v.  ho  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  committee 
on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the 
annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the 
personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advis- 
ory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and 
fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member 
about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the 
proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed. 
The  Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of 
the  work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  commit- 
tee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  asssociation  or  Executive  com- 
mittee and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  com- 
mendation which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of 
the  church  to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tucka- 

( ,  seigee  Association.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  com- 
mittee on  committees. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  before  the  Association  meets.

1.  The  opportunity  to  meet  in  groups  for  Bible  study,  both  pastors 
and  layman,  at  the  Seminary  Extension  Centers. 

2.  Another  opportunity  is  the  Five  Year  Spiritual  Growth  Program, 
which  has  as  its  object  the  reaching  out  into  the  community  to 
win  and  enlist  every  one  in  cause  of  Christ. 

3.  Still  another  is  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum,  a  program  of 
study  which  is  planned  to  allow  all  organizations  of  the  church 
to  have  their  materials  related  to  the  same  basic  Bible  and  action 
themes. 

We  wish  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  all  of  you  that  have 
been  so  loyal  to  Christ  over  the  past  year.  By  your  faithfulness  you  have 
aided  greatly  in  the  proclamation  of  God's  Word  in  this  age.

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STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  opportunity  to  share  in  the  Christian  program  outside  the  local 
church  is  made  possible  in  a  very  special  way  by  remembering  to  pray 
for  and  give  through  the  State  Missions  Offering  in  September  of  each 
year.  In  so  doing  you  may  share  in  a  great  manner  in  some  of  the  most 
worthy  mission  causes  that  come  our  way.  Baptist  people  have  a  right 
to  express  their  special  concern  toward  special  objects  that  are  close 
to  their  heart. 

Our  State  Missions  Offering  helps  in  the  purchase  of  lots  for  new 
churches  that  are  being  built  in  areas  where  there  has  not  been  a  church 
before.  By  State  missions  reaching  out  in  unchurched  areas  in  this  man- 
ner we  feel  that  we  are  accomplishing  God's  will  to  reach  the  unreached. 
The  assistance  given  in  these  instances  many  times  means  the  difference 
in  a  church  or  mission  moving  out  into  an  active  part  in  the  Kingdom 
work  of  our  Lord  or  just  counting  time  by  being  hampered  for  the  need 
to  expand  in  a  greater  way. 

Forty  to  fifty  churches  and  missions  are  aided  each  year  by  re- 
ceiving aid  to  buy  lots. 

Associational  Missions  is  aided  by  the  State  Missions  Offering  and 
each  of  the  72  Associations  that  have  the  services  of  an  Associational 
Missionary  recognize  the  strength  that  is  received  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  many  ways,  and  financial  aid  is  given  in  many  instances. 

There  are  many  special  areas  of  mission  concern  in  our  State.  Our 
State  mission  work  reaches  the  Japanese  people  within  our  State,  Mili- 
tary personnel,  the  deaf  people  across  the  State,  the  Cherokee  Indian 
ministry  and  the  Seminary  Extension  work  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State. 

This  is  only  a  few  of  the  things  that  our  gifts  to  State  missions  in 
September  will  help  them  to  accomplish.  May  each  church  respond  to 
this  opportunity  to  serve  is  to  be  greatly  desired.  Remember  the  words 
of  the  Master:  "In  as  much  as  ye  have  done  it  for  the  least  of  these,  my 
brethren."

REPORT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  mission  of  the  church  is  to  present  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to 
all  the  people  both  at  home  and  abroad  with  the  purpose  of  leading  them 
to  personal  faith  in  Christ  and  obedience  to  His  will.  It  has  been  stated 
that  where  there  is  no  mission  there  is  no  church  and  where  there  is 
neither  church  nor  mission  there  is  no  faith. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  seeks  to  aid  the  church  and  associations 
in  so  many  ways  that  it  would  be  impossible  in  such  short  report  to 
consider  them  all;  however,  we  will  list  some  of  the  ways  that  Home 
Missions  aids  in  making  Christ  known  in  our  immediate  area  of  North 
Carolina. 

1.  The  Seminary  Extension  work  which  has  been  so  helpful  in  our 
'         own  Association  under  the  leadership  of  Roy  J.  Smith  as  Director 

is  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  aided  by  the 
Rome  Mission  Board. 

2.  The  Cherokee  Indian  Ministry  is  a  cooperative  ministry  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

3.  The  Military  Personnel  Ministry  is  a  joint  endeavor  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  It  has  two 
phases  of  work:  One  is  working  with  Japanese  people  and  the 
other  is  working  with  the  military  personnel  in  seeking  to  relate 
them  to  the  churches. 

4.  The  Home  Mission  Board  Migrant  Ministry  is  of  great  help  to 
some  of  the  associations  and  churches  through  which  migrant

workers  pass  for  only  a  brief  period  at  different  intervals  of  the 
year.  Many  of  these  people  are  reached  for  Christ  in  this  manner.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Foreign  Missions  is  a  growing  work  and  perhaps  the  most  cherished 
of  all  our  efforts.  Figures  are  constantly  changing,  but  we  can  report 
a  gain  over  last  years  report.  At  the  close  of  1965,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Missions  Board  had  a  missionary  staff  of  2,070.  This  included 
51  missionary  associates,  6  special  project  nurses,  and  46  missionary 
journeymen.  Appointments  during  the  year  totaled  220  (213  were  new 
appointees  and  7  reappointed).  Between  January  and  May  1966,  48  more 
were  added,  including  2  reappointed  and  a  special  project  nurse. 

A  new  dimension  in  missionary  service  was  initiated  in  the  summer 
of  1965  with  the  missionary  journeyman  program.  This  includes  single 
college  graduates  under  27  years  of  age  who  went  to  27  countries  for 
two-year  terms  in  special  assignments  under  the  supervision  of  career 
missionaries. 

Even  with  the  additional  appointments,  less  than  25  per  cent  of  mis- 
sionary personnel  need  was  met.  Preachers  and  medical  people  continue 
to  be  most  urgently  requested.  There  are  also  calls  for  those  trained  in 
teaching  and  other  professions:  business,  radio,  journalism,  and  student 
work.  We  can  gather  from  these  few  requests  that  have  been  mentioned 
that  the  need  is  great  for  volunteers. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  May,  Dr.  Baker  J. 
Cauthen,  executive  secretary,  said:  "Among  those  being  appointed  is  a 
couple  for  Vietnam,  together  with  a  couple  for  Indonesia.  It  is  reassur- 
ing that  in  the  troubled  areas  of  South  East  Asia,  mission  work  con- 
tinues to  press  forward  and  God's  servants  meet  their  responsibilities 
with  faith  and  courage." 

We  can  very  well  understand  that  these  courageous  missionaries 
need  our  prayers.  Their  dedication  should  inspire  each  church  to  re- 
spond in  a  worthy  manner  to  the  Cooperative  Program  which  is  the 
solid  financial  basis  on  which  foreign  mission  advance  is  projected. 
Can  His  program  of  service  to  the  world  count  on  you?

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

A  pressing  need  of  each  church  in  our  association  is  an  undergirding 
of  the  Cooperative  Program  with  prayer.  Information  on  the  world  vv^ide 
missionary  work  carried  on  through  the  Cooperative  Program  will  form 
a  basis  by  which  your  church  can  pray  with  knowledge  and  zeal. 

The  Cooperative  Program  must  be  nurtured  in  prayer  because  in- 
formation alone  is  not  enough.  It  is  hoped  that  every  church  will  have  a 
special  prayer  for  some  mission  cause  supported  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  in  the  Prayer  Service  each  week  during  the  month  of 
October. 

We  are  witnessing  the  greatest  missionary  advance  in  Southern 
Baptist  history  in  missionaries  being  sent,  benevolent  work  done  and 
training  of  young  people  for  world  wide  service.  This  advance  is  being 
made  through  our  missionaries,  orphanages,  schools,  homes  for  the  aged, 
and  our  Baptist  hospitals.  Through  the  Cooperative  Program  you  liter- 
ally feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked,  heal  the  sick,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  the  far  corners  of  the  earth. 
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Several  associations  in  North  Carolina  have  100%  of  their  churches 
giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  According  to  available  records 
our  association  gave  a  total  of  $14,717.57  this  past  year  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  11  number  of  churches  did  not  share  in  world 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

With  enthusiasm  let  us  be  faithful  in  worshiping  with  tithes  and 
offerings,  and  our  church  sharing  regularly  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  for  the  benefit  of  a  lost  world.

HISTORICAL  REPORT 

In  no  era  in  the  history  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  has 
there  been  so  much  construction  and  improvement  of  church  buildings 
as  in  the  past  five  years,  the  early  1960's. 

New  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Balsam,  Cashiers,  New  Savan- 
nah, Ochre  Hill,  Sol's  Creek,  Sylva  First,  Zion  Hill  and  Green's  Creek. 
Scotts  Creek  —  (replaced  their  building  which  was  destroyed  by  fire). 
The  East  Fork  Church  has  bricked  veneered  their  building  while  Love- 
dale  and  Old  Savannah  are  in  the  process  of  constructing  new  build- 
ings. The  following  churches  constructed  new  parsonages:  CuUowhee; 
Shoal  Creek;  East  Sylva;  Tuckaseigee;  Yellow  Mt.  and  Green's  Creek 
Church  is  engaged  in  construction  at  the  present  time. 

Many  churches  have  either  added  new  additions  to  their  buildings 
or  have  been  engaged  in  improvements  of  some  kind.  Calvary  has 
added  new  Sunday  School  rooms.  Others  have  added  new  pews,  carpet- 
ing, furniture,  pianos  and  heating  systems.  Still  others  have  remodeled 
the  interior  of  their  parsonages.  Some  have  rebuilt  church  entrances 
and  provided  baptistries.  Every  church  in  the  association  has  a  part 
in  this  tremendous  surge  of  church  improvement.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

The  great  need  for  providing  better  communication  between  the 
colleges  and  the  churches  in  the  convention  was  recognized  in  the  year 
1946  to  the  extent  that  a  Council  On  Christian  Higher  Education  was 
established.  This  was  done  as  a  means  of  correlating  programs  of  the 
various  colleges,  developing  uniform  accounting  procedures,  and  pro- 
viding better  communication  on  all  levels. 

The  council  does  not  exercise  any  direct  authority  over  the  Baptist 
colleges.  These  colleges  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  competent  trustees 
and  administrators.  However,  there  is  a  definite  inter-relatedness  of 
the  aim  and  purpose  of  both.  This  causes  an  interest  of  common  good 
among  all  rather  than  competition.  Because  of  the  good  will  between  the 
Baptist  colleges  and  Baptist  churches,  there  is  much  progress  to  be  re- 
ported. 

Campbell  College  had  a  Million  Dollar  Campaign  started  in  1965. 
This  was  to  bolster  the  college  in  its  efforts  to  expand  educational  op- 
portunity. Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Henderson  Belk  of  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  and  fifteen  other  Christian  men,  a  state-wide  campaign 
has  already  passed  the  half-way  mark. 

Chowan  College's  student  body  is  made  up  of  students  from  every 
county  in  North  Carolina,  several  foreign  countries,  and  about  twenty 
states.  Chowan's  physical  plant  is  continually  growing  as  a  result  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Gardner-Webb  College  has  had  many  significant  developments  dur- 
ing the  past  school  year.  A  total  of  1994  applications  were  received. 
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The  admissions  ccmmittee  turned  away  more  students  than  they  accept- 
ed. 

Mars  Hill  College  had  a  total  enrollment  of  1384  for  one  semester 
in  1£'65.  Of  this  number  752  were  men  and  632  were  women.  They  came 
from  83  counties  in  Nor.h  Carolina,  21  other  states,  2  foreign  countries, 
and  the  Canal  Zone.  Out  of  the  21  denominations  represented,  1,032 
were  Baptist  students. 

Meredith  College  is  growing  in  student  membership  as  well  as  in 
fine  Christian  training.  The  enrollment  was  938  students  as  of  October 
1,  1965. 

Wake  Forest  College  has  been  growing  very  much.  In  the  fall  of 
1955,  the  enrollment  was  2, £55  compared  with  2,8S0  the  year  before. 
There  were  693  freshmen  selected  from  approximately  4,000  applicants. 
In  the  summer  of  1965,  the  college  had  its  first  Summer  Conference  for 
Pastors.  This  will  be  continued  in  1966. 

Wingate  College  had  an  enrollment  of  1,486  students  for  last  school 
year.  Students  came  from  nineteen  states  and  five  foreign  countries. 
All  the  college  employees  are  aware  of  the  relationship  between  the  con- 
vention and  the  college.  Each  pledges  every  effort  to  promote  an  effec- 
tive program  of  Christian  Higher  Education. 

We  have  a  great  responsibility  to  our  Baptist  colleges.  We  must  pray 
for  the  administration,  faculty  and  student  body.  We  must  do  all  in  our 
power  to  help  and  to  encourage.  May  God  help  us  to  do  so.  May  God 
bless  our  young  people  and  make  them  into  fine  Christian  leaders.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

LOVE  IIVIPELS  SACRIFICE  TOWARD  EVERY  NEED.  Durham  .  .  . 
Cherokee  .  .  .  The  names  are  not  Enugu  or  Tong-Mong  Ni.  The  names 
are  not  exotic  and  shrouded  with  mystery.  The  names  are  familiar  and 
old  shoeish;  yet  they  designate  two  places  in  the  world  where  people  are. 
They  are  places  where  people  need  love,  understandnig  and  some  special 
skills.  The  needs  are  as  deep  in  Durham  as  in  Enugu  ...  as  deep  in 
Cherokee  as  in  Tong-Mong  Ni. 

During  the  summer  of  1966  the  Baptist  Student  Union  of  North 
Carolina  sent  students  with  offerings  of  love  and  understanding  along 
with  special  skills  to  minister  to  the  inner  city  in  Durham  and  to  the 
Indian  Reservation  at  Cherokee. 

In  Durham  eight  students  and  their  director  lived  together  in  a 
bi-racial  slum  neighborhood  while  working  in  the  Edgemont  Community 
Center.  Their  activities  included  assisting  with  clubs  and  scouting  groups, 
working  in  the  pre-school  program,  tutoring  in  the  evenings,  counseling 
with  school  drop-outs,  and  acting  as  "Big  Brothers"  and  "Big  Sisters" 
to  children  who  needed  adult  figures  to  emulate. 

In  Cherokee  eight  work-campers  and  their  chaplain  had  the  happy 
task  of  erecting  an  arts  and  crats  center  for  the  Cherokee  Community. 
The  value  of  having  such  a  building  is  inestimable  since  it  will  provide 
a  place  where  crafts  can  be  taught  to  those  who  have  no  livelihood.  The 
students  chosen  for  this  project  lived  together  in  the  community  and 
were  blessed  in  their  involvement  in  the  total  life  of  the  rezervaticn. 

In  prospectus  plans  are  underway  for  a  Baptist  Student  Union 
Wcrk-Camp  in  Brazil  during  the  summer  of  1967.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

"They  went  forth,  and  preached  everyvv'here,  the  Lord  working  with 
them,"  True  Evangelism  is  the  outreach  of  one's  personal  encounter  with 
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Christ.  Evangelism  is  not  a  talent  developed  but  a  life  devoted.  It  de- 
pends not  so  much  upon  your  ability  as  it  does  your  consecration.  The 
individual  seeks  to  live  it  and  witness  about  because  he  has  experienced 
it. 

The  message  of  the  New  Testament  witnesses  did  not  consist  of  a 
great  number  of  adjectives  describing  their  experience.  Their  words 
were  few;  however,  the  message  was  conveyed,  "We  have  met  the 
Christ."  They  could  preach  it  because  they  had  it.  This  is  the  principle 
upon  which  Evangelism  stands  or  falls. 

Does  the  "Good  News"  abide  in  our  hearts?  I  know  that  it  is  sug- 
gested that  opportunities  to  present  Christ  will  come  to  us.  True 
Evangelism  takes  the  offensive,  or  in  other  words,  is  aggressive. 

Do  you  remember  when  Saul  and  the  other  Jews  were  dragging  off 
the  followers  of  Christ  bound  to  prison?  What  did  the  believers  do? 
It  would  have  been  easy  for  the  believers  to  have  quit  and  returned  to 
more  comfortable  living.  They  could  have  sat  down  and  waited  for 
another  Pentecostal  experience.  But  instead  they  went  everywhere 
preaching.  They  were  making  opportunities. 

There  are  certain  principles  when  practiced  'hat  God  will  honor  in 
Evangelism.  We  share  some  things  from  Dr.  Julian  S.  Fopkins'  message 
on  Evangelism. 

1.  "To  seek  and  follow  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  im- 
plementation of  New  Testament  Evangelism  among  our  churches." 

2.  "To  stress  the  need  for  full  dedication  to  Christ  in  our  personal 
lives,  and  motivation  in  the  churches  that  we  may  move  with  God 
toward  His  objective  of  redeeming  the  world." 

If  individuals  and  churches  will  seek  to  conform  with  these  objec- 
tives in  mind  with  a  resolve  to  follow  Christ,  Evangelism  will  become 
what  God  wants  it  to  mean  in  our  Association.

REPORT  ON  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  held  in  the  fifteen-thousand 
seat  capacity  coliseum  of  Cobo  Hall  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  with  the 
W.M.U.  Convention  preceding  it  in  the  same  building.  The  Pastors'  Con- 
ference was  conducted  in  an  adjacent  assembly  hall  in  the  building. 

This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  I  was  privileged  to  have  Mrs. 
Clegg  as  my  fellow  traveler  on  the  trip.  We  both  found  the  Pastors'  Con- 
ference and  the  W.M.U.  sessions  to  be  highly  inspirational.  Of  particular 
interest  to  many  were  the  addresses  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jasper  McPhail, 
returning  missionaries  from  India.  The  McPhails  gave  stimulating  back- 
ground to  the  fall  mission  study  which  will  be  related  to  India  and  to 
a  mission  study  book  written  by  Dr.  McPhail.  Also,  Mrs.  Douglas  Prmgle, 
missionary  in  Panama  and  daughter  of  the  Herbert  Caudles  of  Cuba, 
brought  one  of  the  most  inspiring  and  heart-touching  messages  ever 
presented. 

The  Convention  opened  with  the  annual  sermon  and  president's 
address  on  Monday  night  and  continued  in  a  very  excellent  spirit 
through  the  Friday  sessions.  Always  of  high  caliber,  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Board's  evening  must  be  considered  among  the  best  of  the  pres- 
entations. A  very  note- worthy  figure  in  the  life  of  the  Convention  was 
Dr.  Arthur  B.  Rutledge,  secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  who 
proved  to  be  able  in  committee  leadership  as  well  as  an  effective  speak- 
er. Another  outstanding  figure  on  the  Convention  platform  was  Governor 
Carl  Sanders  of  Georgia  who  delivered  an  admirable  and  courageous 
message  related  to  Christian  ethics  in  Southern  life. 

The  Convention  was  unspectacular  in  that  there  were  no  major  di- 
visions of  opinion  and  no  confrontations  of  consequence.  It  has  been 
my  privilege  to  attend  two  consecutive  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  in 
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hich  a  spirit  of  hamony  and  progress  persisted.  My  prayer  15  that  I  may 
have  the  privilege  to  attend  several  more  such  gatherings.

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC. 

Under  the  impact  of  the  life,  ministr\*  and  teachings  of  Christ  and 
under  the  lead^L'ship  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  North  Carolina  Baptists.  eight>-- 
one  years  ago  launched  a  Christian  ministry'  of  child  care.  This  has 
grown  considerably  and  is  widely  recognized  for  its  qualities  of  service 
and  pioneering  spirit.  Sons  and  daughters  of  the  Children's  Homes  are 
scattered  throughout  the  world.  They  are  actively  engaged  in  all  walks 
of  life  and  are  making  a  significant  contribution  to  the  uplift  of  man- 
kind as  a  result  of  their  early  Christian  training  made  possible  by  Xorth 
Carolina  Baptists  and  other  friends. 

As  we  continue  to  build  upon  foimdations  already  laid,  special  at- 
tention is  being  given  certain  areas  of  child  care.  An  already  strong 
progran  ^f  group  care  is  being  strengthened  at  Mills  Home.  Kennedy 
Home  and  Odum  Home.  A  good  degree  of  progress  has  been  realized 
in  working  with  emotionally  disturbed  children  at  Greer  Home  in 
Chapel  Hill.  The  demonstration  Child  Development  Program  for  pre- 
school children,  conducted  on  the  Mills  Home  campus,  has  had  an  ex- 
cellent first  year  of  operation.  Churches  thi'oughout  the  state  are  study- 
ing the  program  and  facilities  preparatory-  to  providing  similar  services. 
Prospects  are  encouraging  for  a  home  for  children  in  the  western  part 
of  the  state  more  adequately  to  ser\-e  the  needs  of  our  people  who  live 
west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains.  Constant  attention  is  being  given  to 
more  effective  ways  of  meeting  the  highly  specialized  needs  of  children 
coming  out  of  broken  and  inadequate  home  situations. 

Vv'e  have  a  large  number  of  gaod  Christian  homes  for  the  care  of 
foster  children.  More  are  needed  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  Foster  homes 
ser\'e  children  of  all  ages  and  are  of  particular  advantage  for  some  who 
have  special  needs.  Foster  home  parents  may  be  of  var>-mg  ages  and 
circumstances  in  life.  Couples  with  or  without  children  of  their  own  who 
have  an  abundance  of  love  find  this  to  be  a  challenging  and  rewarding 
opportunity  of  Christian  ser\^ice. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  who  have,  in  any  w^ay,  help- 
ed to  support  our  child  care  ministry.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  in- 
creasing income  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Last  year's  Thanks- 
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giving  Offering  is  approaching  three  hundred  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($315,000.00)  and  is  the  largest  ever.  Special  gifts  and  designations  such 
as  the  Once-a-month  offering  continue  to  provide  a  substantial  part  of 
our  income.  Through  estate  planning  and  the  making  of  Christian  wills 
an  increasing  number  of  individuals  and  families  are  investing  in 
present  and  future  generations  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  in  need  of  the 
services  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  Roger  Williams,  former  pastor 
of  the  Mills  Rome  Baptist  Church,  is  devoting  full  time  to  working  with 
our  Baptist  people  in  this  area,  and  he  or  other  members  of  our  staff 
will  count  it  a  privilege  to  assist  you  in  exploring  this  field  of  Christian 
stewardship.

REPORT  ON  THE  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Many  important  issues  are  facing  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Churches 
are  making  decisions  on  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum,  especially 
whether  to  use  the  Life  and  Work  Sunday  school  lessons  or  the  Uniform 
Lessons.  For  a  period  of  at  least  six  months,  the  RECORDER  will  run 
both  lessons  as  a  service  to  our  churches. 

In  our  state,  changing  conditions  are  raising  serious  questions  about 
the  fate  of  almost  every  institution  we  support.  In  the  near  future  Bap- 
tists will  have  to  decide  our  future  course  in  higher  education  and  in 
our  Social  Service  institutions,  especially  in  view  of  increased  govern- 
ment participation  in  these  areas.  The  RECORDER  will  present  the 
issues  and  possible  choices  open  to  us. 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  there  is  talk  of  a  name  change. 
The  work  of  our  Baptist  colleges  is  being  studied  as  never  before.  A 
great  Crusade  of  the  Americas  is  in  the  planning  stages.  All  of  us  need 
to  know  about  these  developments. 

In  addition  to  issues  within  our  own  denomination,  new  and  dis- 
turbing clouds  are  on  the  horizon  elsewhere.  Talk  of  a  New  Morality, 
the  so-called  Death  of  God  Movement,  and  the  drastic  changes  in  young 
people's  attitudes  toward  the  church  are  being  widely  discussed.  Chris- 
tians need  to  be  informed  on  these  trends. 

A  drive  is  taking  shape  in  North  Carolina  for  liquor-by-the- 
drink.  The  1967  General  Assembly  will  consider  such  proposals  and 
Baptists  need  a  dependable  source  of  information  so  they  can  act  when 
necessary.  The  RECORDER  will  give  on-the-spot  coverage. 

Instead  of  merely  receiving  this  as  a  report,  please  take  definite 
action  to  see  that  the  RECORDER  soon  goes  to  every  family  in  your 
church  membership.  All  of  us  know  that  the  RECORDER  is  just  as  im- 
portant as  other  literature  which  our  churches  distribute,  if  not  more 
so.  No  other  publication  can  take  the  place  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 
Under  the  Church  Budget  Plan,  the  RECORDER  is  available  for  $2  a 
year  —  the  same  price  it  was  more  than  100  years  ago.

During  this  past  year  we  have  ministered  to  172  deserving  older 
men  and  women.  All  of  these  have  been  blessed  by  the  love  gifts  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Special  Day  offering,  received  on 
the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  through  our  share  in  the 
Cooperative  Program.  The  large  majority,  at  least  85%,  have  benefitted 
directly  from  these  gifts  and  have  actually  been  sustained  at  the  point 
of  their  financial  need.    ,  .    ^  ^  .  .. 
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The  Special  Day  offering  for  1966  is  at  an  all  time  high  and  looks 
as  if  it  might  be  $100,000.00  for  the  first  time.  This  is  very  good,  and 
we  are  profoundly  grateful.  We  must  not  forget,  however,  that,  even 
though  there  has  been  a  5%  increase  in  the  offering  from  last  year, 
costs  have  advanced  by  7%. 

It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  our  fifth  Home  at 
Yanceyville  during  the  coming  year,  and  when  it  is  completed,  we  will 
be  able  to  minister  in  all  of  our  Homes  to  200  older  men  and  women  and 
relieve,  in  measure,  the  terrific  pressure  of  a  long  waiting  list  of  170 
people. 

This  ministry  of  love,  in  Christ's  name,  is  dependent  upon  the  con- 
cern, the  love,  the  prayers,  and  the  increased  financial  support  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  We  are,  therefore,  going  to  count  heavily  on  you  and 
believe  that  you  vill  not  disappoint  the  aging  people  who  are  looking 
to  you  urgently  for  help.

There  are  many 
other  means  that  will  bring  increase  in  enrollment  in  Sunday  Schools. 

If  we  will  follow  the  simple  growth  formula  advocated  by  Dr. 
Authur  Flake  many  years  ago,  locate  the  prospects,  enlarge  the  organ- 
ization, provide  needed  space,  enlist  and  train  workers,  and  visit  the 
people,  we  will  experience  the  glorious  opportunity  of  reaching  people 
for  Bible  study  that  they  might  become  followers  of  Christ.

REPORT  ON  TRAINING  UNION 

It  is  a  very  evident  fact  that  we  live  in  a  changing  world.  Yet  we 
know  that  our  changing  society  is  making  great  demands  upon  our 
Christian  churches.  The  major  function  of  the  church  is  to  train  Chris- 
tians to  live  and  serve  in  their  communities  and  in  the  world.  If  a 
church  succeeds  in  its  training  task,  the  training  it  offers  must  be 
revelant  to  the  problems  and  potentials  which  its  members  are  con- 
fronted with  in  their  daily  lives.  To  this  end  the  Training  Union  is  ex- 
ploring ways  in  which  the  church  can  improve  its  training  of  Chris- 
tian Disciples  for  living  and  serving  in  a  changing  society. 

The  Christian  church  must  train  its  members  to  understand  the 
world  in  which  they  are  living  and  the  revelance  of  the  Christian  gospel 
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to  the  world. 

Church  members  need  training  in  ways  to  communicate  the  Christian 
Faith  in  the  situation  of  daily  life.

At  the  present  time  there  are  only  27  of  our 
churches  that  have  a  T.U.  I  feel  there  are  other  churches  that  would 
receive  a  blessing  by  organizing  a  Training  Union.  Of  these  churches 
that  have  a  Training  Union,  the  enrollment  needs  to  be  increased  beyond 
the  1205  members  enrolled.  There  is  also  a  great  need  for  increased  at- 
tendance by  those  enrolled.

CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Credentials  Committee  was  called  into  session  five  times  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  six  Licensed  Ministers  for  Ordination  to  the 
Gospel  Ministry. 

1.  The  committee  met  July  17,  1965  at  the  Buff  Creek  Church  to 
examine  Brother  Glen  Nations,  who  had  received  a  call  to  become 
pastor  of  Red  Bank  Church  in  the  Haywood  Association.  After 

'  each  of  the  Committee  had  heard  Brother  Nations  conversion 
experience  and  his  call  into  the  ministry  had  been  given  oppor- 
tunity to  question  him  concerning  doctrinal  views  and  heard  his 
answers,  the  Committee  recommend  Brother  Nations  to  the  Buff 
Creek  Church  for  ordination  at  their  convenience. 

2.  The  same  committee  on  the  same  date  at  Buff  Creek  church 
questioned  Brother  Ronnie  Waldroup,  a  member  of  Jarrett  Mem- 
orial Church,  who  had  received  a  call  from  the  Calvary  Church 
to  be  Pastor.  After  each  member  of  the  Committee  had  ample 
opportunity  for  questioning  Brother  Waldroup  concerning  Faith 
and  Doctrine,  this  Committee  found  Brother  Waldroup  to  be 
sound  and  recommended  him  to  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Church  for 
ordination. 

3.  The  Committee  met  at  Rockdale  church  February  6  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  questioning  Brother  James  Price,  one  of  their  members 
to  who  they  had  extended  a  call  to  become  pastor.  After  the 
Committee  had  examined  Brother  Price  concerning  Faith  and 
Doctrine,  the  Committee  recommended  that  Brother  Price  or- 
dained to  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

4.  The  Committee  was  called  to  meet  at  the  Tuckaseigee  Church  to 
examine  Brother  J.  C.  Robinson,  June  12,  1966.  The  examination 
was  requested  by  the  Hamburg  Church,  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber. Brother  Robinson  had  received  a  call  to  become  pastor  of  the 
Big  Ridge  Church.  Upon  examination  of  Brother  Robinson,  the 
Committee,  finding  him  worthy,  voted  to  recommend  Brother 
Robinson  to  the  Hamburg  Church  for  ordination. 

5.  The  Committee  was  called  to  the  Webster  Church  on  June  13, 
1966  to  examine  Brother  Lewis  Ensley  at  the  request  of  the 
Balsam  church,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  Brother  Ensley  had 
received  a  call  to  pastor  the  Speedwell  Church.  After  full  and 
lengthy  examination  of  Brother  Ensley  concerning  Faith  and 
Doctrine,  Brother  Ensley  was  found  sound  in  this  manner  and 
was  recommended  for  ordination  to  the  Balsam  Church  at  their 
convenience. 

6.  The  Committee  was  called  to  the  Webster  Church  at  another  date 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  Brother  B.  F.  Pressley.  The  request 
was  made  by  the  Speedwell  Church  of  which  he  was  a  member. 
Brother  Pressley  had  received  a  call  to  be  pastor  of  the  Little 
Savannah  Church.  After  Brother  Pressley  had  been  examined  by 
each  of  the  Committee  and  found  sound  in  the  Faith  and  Doctrine, 
the  Committee  recommended  Brother  Pressley  to  the  Speedwell 
Church  for  ordination  at  their  convenience.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  and  Medical  School  are  a  center  of  healing 
for  body,  mind  and  spirit,  a  center  of  training  of  medical  personnel  and 
Christian  workers,  and  a  center  of  scientific  research  for  the  advance- 
ment of  medical  care. 

Without  a  vast  amount  of  medical  research,  there  would  be  no  heart 
surgery  today  by  which  lives  are  saved  in  our  Baptist  Hospital  almost 
every  week;  and  the  same  would  be  true  of  almost  every  new  method 
of  treating  us  when  we  are  sick.  Without  schools  for  the  training  of 
doctors,  nurses,  technicians  and  others,  there  soon  would  be  no  skilled 
persons  in  our  hospitals  or  in  our  communities  to  care  for  us  when  ill- 
ness comes.  Without  a  staff  of  highly  trained  and  experienced  specialists 
and  a  vast  amount  of  expensive  specialized  equipment,  our  Baptist  Hos- 
pital could  not  offer  the  highly  skilled  medical  care  which  is  available 
to  us  when  serious  illness  strikes  and  a  fine  medical  center  is  needed. 
Another  very  important  fact  is  that  the  skilled  medical  care  of  our 
Hospital  is  made  available  to  people  who  need  it  and  cannot  pay  for  it. 
These  important  services  are  the  work  of  our  Medical  Center  in  Winston - 
Salem. 

The  kind  of  medical  care  provided  by  our  Hospital  is  very  ex- 
pensive, and  the  Hospital  has  no  choice  but  to  ask  full  payment  of  all 
who  can  pay.  The  Hospital  has  been  spending  in  free  care  for  our  people 
far  more  than  it  receives  from  our  Mother's  Day  Offerings,  the  Coopera- 
tive Program,  and  all  welfare  agencies  combined.  This  has  caused  the 
Hospital  to  run  into  debt  the  past  two  years  and  the  same  has  been 
happening  this  year.  Of  course,  the  Hospital  simply  cannot  continue  to 
operate  this  way.  Medicare  is  not  going  to  change  the  situation  greatly. 
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Our  people  need  to  understand  this  and  to  recognize  that  we  are  going  to 
have  to  provide  much  greater  support  if  the  Hospital  is  to  continue  to 
provide  free  service  in  the  same  measure  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  it. 

While  some  of  our  churches  support  the  Hospital  well  indeed,  most 
of  them  could  do  far  more  than  they  have  been  doing.  We  want  to  bring 
this  to  your  attention,  asking  you  to  go  back  to  your  church  and  give 
this  information  to  your  people  and  help  to  lead  them  to  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  Hospital's  vital  ministry  and  its  urgent  need.

REPORT  ON  THE  ANNUTTY  BOARD 

Benefits  Paid 

In  1985,  almost  $4  million  was  paid  in  age  retirment,  disability  or 
widow  benefits  to  annuitants  through  the  Annuity  Board's  protection 
program.  The  annuitants'  checks  vary  in  amounts,  depending  on  the 
length  of  time  each  was  a  member  and  the  amount  of  dues  he  paid. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  $51  million 
has  been  paid  out  in  benefits  which  annuitants  have  termed  "manna  from 
heaven." 

There  are  seven  states  with  70  per  cent  or  more  of  the  churches  in 
the  Program.  At  present,  North  Carolina  has  48  per  cent  of  the  churches 
in  the  Protection  Program  for  ministers. 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  promotes  the  Protection  Program  in  North  Carolina. 
He  is  jointly  employed  by  the  Annuity  Board  and  North  Carolina  Baptist

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

"Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging;  whosoever  is  deceived 
thereby  is  not  wise,"  so  says  Proverbs  20:1.  We  know  this  is  true  for 
alcohol  is  a  poison,  and  like  morphine,  cocaine,  and  other  drugs,  alcohol 
tends  to  develop  addiction  in  those  who  use  it.  Great  numbers  of  social 
drinkers  become  enslaved  by  the  craving  for  a  shot  of  alcohol  and  de- 
generate into  helpless  alcoholics. 

We  believe  in  helping  rehabilitate  alcoholics.  We  believe  in  doing 
everything  we  can  to  keep  people  from  becoming  alcoholics.  We  can 
leave  off  alcoholic  drinks  ourselves,  and  use  our  influence  against  its 
use  by  others.    If  we  are  good  citizens,  we  will  vote  against  it. 

Some  argue  that  our  government  needs  the  revenue  from  the  sale 
of  whiskey,  but  statistics  show  that  in  North  Carolina  in  1964,  we  spent 
$18.64  to  make  one  dollar  in  whiskey  revenue.  The  crime,  accidents, 
and  tragedies  on  the  highways,  and  loss  of  work  and  health  due  to 
liquor  is  heartbreaking  as  well  as  expensive. 

We  are  responsible  citizens  and  take  a  firm  stand  against  those  who 
would  make  easy  money  by  pandering  the  weakness  of  their  fellow  man. 
One  of  the  most  tragic  things  about  the  liquor  traffic  is  that  many  of 
our  teen-agers  have  become  involved.  Let  us  begin  now  to  educate 
them  to  the  dangers  of  alcohol.  Also,  we  know  that  parents  have  a  great 
responsibility  in  this  and  sometimes  it  may  call  for  screening  of  the 
company  of  their  children.  But  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  guard 
against  this  evil.  Just  to  disapprove  is  sometimes  not  enough.  We  must 
act.

His  call  shall  be  indefinite.  His  salary,  allowances,  etc.,  shall 
be  as  provided  by  the  current  budget  or  adjustments  recom- 
mended in  consultation  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

Two  week  vacation  may  be  taken  at  his  discretion. 

Concerning  termination  of  employment,  his  resignation  shall 
be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Promotion  Committee  at  least 
thirty  days  before  it  is  to  take  effect.  The  Promotion  Committee 
may  terminate  employment  by  giving  thirty  days  notice  in  ad- 
vance. 

The  Promotions  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and 
guidance  to  the  Missionary  in  planning,  promoting,  and  financing 
his  work. 

The  Missionary  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  com- 
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mittees  and  associational  officers  in  such  a  way  as  to  help  each 
group  determine  its  opportunities  and  objectives  based  on  need 
in  the  churches  and  procedures,  and  means  of  fulfilUng  these. 

Therefore,  he  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  com- 
mittees of  the  Association.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  administer  the 
policies  and  instructions  of  the  Promotions  Committee.  He  shall 
communicate  with  the  State  and  Southern  Convention  such  in- 
formation as  shall  be  mutually  helpful  and  needful.

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CONSTITUTION 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 


ARTICLE  I 

The  Name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom 
•  L  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  intelligence  and  spiritual 
;>wer  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III 

(1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers 
whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient.    (2)  It  shall  have  power 
1  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and  guidance  to  our  churches  in 
:atters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline. 
)  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local 
'.urches  as  sovereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV 

1(1)  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and  m.essengers  selected 
■  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been  previously  received  into  the 
!  sociation.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  members  from  each  one  hundred  m.em.bers 
«  fraction  thereof  shall  compose  the  representation  of  each  church.    (3)  The 
J  sociation  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  m.em.bers.    (4)  Any  church  applying 
1  the  association  for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under 
1e  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.    At  the 
<  piration  of  that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  m.ay  be  voted  in 
1  majority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
id  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V 

(1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on  Thursday  and  Friday  > 
]  eceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The  moderator  may  call  a  miid-year 

(ssion  at  his  pleasure. 
ARTICLE  VI 
(a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  m.oderator,  \-ice  m.oderator, 
terk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  School  superintendent, 
'•aining  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  superintendent,  Superin- 
tndent  of  E%^ngelism,  president  of  Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood 
.'esident.  Superintendent  of  Education,  and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other 
<ficers  as  the  association  may  desire  to  elect,    (b)  The  term  of  office  for 
'2  general  officers  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession, 
■«  th  the  exception  of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be 
2 -elected  to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association, 
'le  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
\  for  not  more  than  two  years.    No  committee  member  may  succeed  him.self 
'til  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term,  has  expired.  No 
lember  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  membership  in  m.ore  than 
(e  committee  during  one  year,   except  in  the  case  of  the  mem.bers  of  the 
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Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general  officers  shall  apply  to  the  mode 
tor,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII 

(a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order  of  business  of 
all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the  vice  moderator.    He  shall 
serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  Association,    (b)  He 
shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and  all  other  committees  pertine 
to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named  by  the  committee  on  committees  in  itij 
regular  report,    (c)  The  vice  moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  i 
case  of  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead 
until  another  moderator  is  elected,    (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and 
accurate  record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be 
distributed  to  messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  concerning 
the  records  made,    (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  th 
association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they 
are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,    (f)  The  treasurer  shall  recei 
and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  or  the  association  whi: 
in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  ass 
ciation  at  each  session,    (g)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  1 
records  of  the  association  up  to  date,  (h)  The  Associational  Missionary  shali 
be  sought  and  recommended  by  the  Promotions  Committee  in  a  manner  of  iU 
own  choosing. 

His  call  shall  be  indefinite.  His  salary,  allowances,  etc.,  shall  bej 
as  provided  by  the  current  budget  or  adjustments  recommended  in  consulta-i 
tion  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

Two  week  vacation  may  be  taken  at  his  discretion.  ! 

Concerning  termination  of  employment,  his  resignations  shall  be  ini 
writing  and  presented  to  the  Promotion  Committee  at  least  thirty  days  befor 
it  is  to  take  effect.    The  Promotion  Committee  may  terminate  employment 
by  giving  thirty  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Promotions  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance 
to  the  Missionary  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work.  f 

The  Missionary  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  committee 
and  associational  officers  in  such  a  way  as  to  help  each  group  determine  its: 
opportunities,  and  objectives  based  on  the  need  in  the  churches  and  procedu3| 
and  means  of  fulfilling  these. 

Therefore,  he  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees 
of  the  Association.    It  shall  be  his  duty  to  administer  the  policies  and  instruji 
tions  of  the  Promotions  Committee.    He  shall  communicate  with  the  State  anj 
Southern  Convention  such  information  as  shall  be  mutually  helpful  and  needft|| 

\     ARTICLE  VIII  ; 

All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  discretion  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Roberts 
Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  X 

The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's  Organization, 
President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Education,  Associational 
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\lissionary,   Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each 
;hurch  in  the  association.    No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  As sociational 
officer,   shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Promotion  Committee,  from 
representing  the  church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association. 
Twelve  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to  act  for  the  association 
5n  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report 
if  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XII 

'       The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number  present  if  the  number 
satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  Xm 

The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  by  a  majority  vote  fellow- 
ihip  from  any  church  which  becom.es  unorthodox  in  doctrine,  or  disorderly 
n  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself  either  by  messenger  or  letter  for 
wo  consecutive  sessions  without  sufficient  reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be 
nissionary  in  practice.    The  support  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomina- 
ion  at  large  and  of  this  association  in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each 
:hurch  as  a  missionary  body.    Any  church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw 
'rem.  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  maybe  considered 
Lccessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the 
nembers  of  these  committees  are  to  be  nominated  annually  by  the  comm.ittee 
m  committees  unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV 

I       This  constitution  shall  be  am^ended  by  a  mjajority  vote,  providing  the 
Imendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the  association.    Otherwise  two- 
fhirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment, 
r 

I 

BY-LAWS 

I        1.    All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Prom.o- 
ion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Prom.otion  Committee. 

2.  The  PromiOtion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated 
>y  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter.  The 
Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a  letter 
>roperly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
neeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not  present 
I  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  com.mittee  on  organiza- 
ion  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.    Order  of  Business  Committee:    This  committee  shall  plan  the 
nnual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee 
t  its  July  meeting.  _ 


2.  Committee  on  Committees:    The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the  personnel  of  the 
standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee.    This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  association  budget  and  prepare  for  recommendations 
to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of 
funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:    This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:    This  committee  serves  in  an  advisory 
capacity  only.    This  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the 
ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry 
and  make  recommendations  as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a 
member  about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper 
services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.    The  Executive  Com- 
mittee should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee.  Each 
church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 

to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have  this  report  ready  for  the 
annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches:  This 
committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with  groups  proposing  the  u 
organization  of  new  churches  and  offer  such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  ad-  | 
visable,  and  submit  a  written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive 
committee  and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  commendation 
which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of  the  church  to  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of 
the  Tuckaseigee  Association.    Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  committee  on  commit- 
tees. 

6.    The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at  the 
annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee  on  Reports. 
The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and  these  reports  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two  weeks  before  the  Association 
meets .

Jesus'  command  to  us  is  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  people,  baptizin] 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost".  Howeve: 
He  emphasized  in  a  very  forceful  manner  the  importance  of  teaching  obedient 
when  He  included  the  phrase  "teaching  them  to  obey  everything  that  I  have 
commanded  you". 

Here,  Jesus  summed  up  God's  purpose  in  the  world  and  the  objective 
towards  which  His  followers  must  ever  move  in  full  committment  if  they  are. 
to  be  true  followers  of  Him.  f 

One  of  the  great  thoughts  to  ponder  is  that  God  used  His  people  in  the  i 
greatest  task.    To  quote  a  young  lady  in  Nurses'  training,  she  said,  "One  of  i 
the  greatest  thoughts  is  that  God  loved  me  enough  to  save  me,  and  that  he 
trusted  me  enough  to  use  me".  ' 

When  He  said  "Make  desciples  of  all  nations",  that  commandment  was  s 
great,  but  it  is  not  complete  within  itself,  and  it  can  only  be  fullfilled  when 
the  EVANGELIZED  has  been  taught  sufficiently  that  he  becomes  an 
EVANGELIST.    So,  we  see  Jesus  gave  equal  importance  to  the  training  of 
Christians  to  be  faithful  in  their  Christian  responses  as  winning  them  by 
including  teaching  and  winning  as  NOT  separate  duties  for  His  followers,  butt 
including  them  together. 

The  great  imperative  is  to  teach  that  we  may  make  disciples  AND  to  f 

teach  them  to  be  obedient  in  all  that  He  has  commanded.    In  his  teachings,  h<| 
made  it  plain  that  no  Christian  has  an  empty  hand.    Whether  we  are  blessed  i 
with  one  talent  or  many,  the  question  confronting  Christians  of  all  faiths  is 
---ARE  WE  USING  THAT  WHICH  HAS  BEEN  GIVEN  US  ?  ?    Only  as  we  perm^^ 
the  Spirit  of  Christ  to  dominate  our  actions  are  we  His  disciples.  f 

The  Master's  greatest  claim  was  that  the  "Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister".    After  Jesus  had  given  that  heart  stirring: 
story  of  what  is  commonly  called  the  "good  neighbor".  His  commandment  to 
his  listeners  was,  "Go  thou  and  do  likewise".    When  the  Master  placed  so 
great  importance  on  teaching  obedience  in  everything  that  He  commanded, 
this  was  a  dark  and  cruel  world.    It  still  is  a  dark  and  cruel  world,  and  the 
need  has  increased  to  include  a  larger  concept  than  could  have  been  imagined 
by  the  first  disciples.    However,  the  power  is  the  same  Power  that  Jesus 
promised  to  be  present  with  them,  and  it  is  available  to  each  church  that  has 
members  who  respond  in  full  commitment  to  His  commandment  to  "GO"  to 
peoples  everywhere  and  make  them  His  disciples.    And,  the  promise  is  the 
same,  "I  will  be  with  you  always,  to  the  end  of  the  ages". 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  each  of  you  for  your  faithfulness 
and  loving  concern  for  others  that  makes  this  Associational  report  possible. 
To  the  churches,  pastors  and  each  Associational  officer,  along  with  each 
individual  who  has  contributed  to  the  work  in  any  way,  I  express  my  apprecia 
tion  to  you  and  to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  that  have  been  ours  during 
the  past  years .

"GO  YE  INTO  ALL  THE  WORLD  "  this  familiar  scripture  phrase 

Includes  our  United  States.    We  can  be  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  Baptist  group 
which,  according  to  Executive  Secretary  Arthur  B.  Rutledge,  is  grouping  its 
resources  for  "a  creative  approach  to  meet  the  near  revolutionary  changes 
^vhich  dominate  life  in  the  United  States". 

i        The  urbanization  and  industrialization  of  the  nation,  the  population  growth, 
|the  search  for  civil  justice,  and  a  revolution  in  morals  are  among  the  social 
changes  which  are  affecting  missions  today.    The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
seeking  to  discover  the  individual's,  the  church's,  and  the  denomination's 
mission  in  such  a  changing  society. 

[        Changes  have  been  made  in  the  organizational  setup  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  to  help  meet  these  social  changes.    Included  in  the  changes  which  have 
been  made  are:    the  addition  of  a  Division  of  Administration  Services,  a 
Department  of  Work  Related  to  Nen-Evangelicals ,  a  Department  of  Christian 
Social  Ministries,  a  department  of  Special  Mission  Ministries,  Art  Services, 
Mission  Property  Services,  and  emphasis  on  metropolitan  and  academies 
evangelism,  an  Associate  Director  in  the  Division  of  Ministries  and  the 
Division  of  Education  and  Promotion  was  re -named  Division  of  Communication. 

"In  supporting  missions  in  the  United  States,  Cuba,  Puerto  Rico  and 
Panama,  Southern  Baptists  channeled  more  than  $7,  900,  000  through  the  Home 
Mission  Board.    The  Cooperative  Program  provided  $4,  365,  353,  including 
the  largest  Advance  Section  in  history,  $911,  753;  and  the  Annie  Armstrong 
Offering  promoted  by  W.M.U.  provided  a  record  $3,  573.  146." 

"Disaster  relief  became  a  permanent  ministry  of  the  agency  in  the  De- 
partment of  Social  Ministries,  and  $50,000  was  allocated  from  the  Advance 
Section  for  aid  to  hurricane-stricken  areas  in  Louisiana." 
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As  to  personnel,  the  missionary  force  for  Home  Missions  of  over  2,000 
is  mostly  employed  under  the  cooperative  agreements  with  Baptist  State  Con- 
ventions.   In  addition,  656  students  are  employed  for  ten  weeks  for  the  summ( 
of  1966,  and  the  first  group  of  US-2ers  (college  graduates  for  two-year  terms 
and  the  first  of  the  Christian  Service  Corps  (mature  lay  persons  for  short 
terms  of  voluntary  services)  were  appointed. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  seeks  to  bring  our  land  to  know  Christ  through 
the  following  twelve  programs:

The  Home  Mission  Board  continues  to  study  in  depth  the  areas  of  metro- 
politan missions,  resort  missions,  rural-urban  missions,  and  other  points 
of  change.    The  chaplaincy  is  a  growing  Home  Mission  force.    Some  fifty 
Southern  Baptist  chaplains  were  ordered  to  active  military  duty  during  the 
past  year.    In  addition  there  are  781  chaplains  commissioned  in  the  reserve, 
student  program,  or  National  Guards  with  the  military.    Another  233  chaplaindj 
serve  full-time  with  the  Veterans  Administration,  hospitals  and  other  institu- 1 
tions  and  industry,  plus  forty-one  part-time  chaplains  in  the  categories. 

There  is  a  need  of  186  Home  Missionaries  and  a  need  of  more  dedicated 
support  of  each  individual  and  each  church  to  our  present  work  in  Home 
Misions.    Indeed,  we  need  to  pray  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  its 
ministries.    May  God  help  us  to  continue  to  seek  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
people.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 


The  time  has  come  for  Southern  Baptists  to  fix  their  eyes  upon  a  new 
horizon  in  the  world  missions.    Since  1845  the  Foreign  Missions  Board  has 
served  as  a  channel  through  which  churches  cooperating  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  extending  their  missionary  outreach  to  others  lands.  I 
Many  of  the  principles  which  guided  foreign  mission  work  in  the  past  find 
fresh  expression  in  the  new  program  of  advance  set  before  Southern  Baptists. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  issued  a  call  for  5,  000  missionaries  to  be 
placed  across  the  world  at  the  earliest  possible  time.    As  of  May  1,  1967, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board's  overseas  staff  is  2,280  (including  those  serving 
in  programs  of  short-term  service)  under  appointment  to  65  political  and 
geographical  entities. 

The  missionary  in  other  lands  faces  an  expanding  opportunity.    He  can 
rest  assured  that  he  is  greatly  needed  and  that  there  is  work  to  be  done  which  I 
will  command  his  maximum  ability.    In  sending  missionaries  we  express  the 
deep  conviction  that  communicating  the  gospel  calls  for  dedicated  people  who" 
have  a  vital  Christian  experience  and  are  prepared  to  share  it  with  others. 

The  missionary  expansion  includes  all  phases  of  the  Christian  Gospel 
and  Service  in  every  Christian  manner.    When  we  think  in  terms  of  the  vast- 
ness  of  the  need  we  are  reminded  of  another  great  need. 

A  larger  missionary  undertaking  calls  for  vastly  increased  sums  of 
money.    In  recent  years  financial  strength  and  missionary  personnel  have 
grown  in  parallel  lines.    Southern  Baptists  have  demonstrated  their  determina 
tioh  to  jsnlarge  a  worldwide  missionary  witness.    Support  of  missions  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  can  bring  the 
desired  resources. 
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Funds  are  necessary  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  many  advances 
n  Foreign  Missions  and  may  we  as  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
ion  gladly  accept  the  challenge.

The  answer  is  simple.    What  the  budget  is  to  the  local  church  the 
Cooperative  Program  is  to  the  Denomination.    It  is  support  for  all  missionary 
tauses  at  home  and  abroad--it's  preaching  the  gospel--it's  healing  in  the 
lame  of  Jesus  through  hospitals  and  clinics  everywhere--it  is  teaching  and 
raining  Christian  leaders  for  all  the  great  tasks  of  Kingdom  endeavor. 

As  our  people  worship  with  tithes  and  offerings  Sunday  by  Sunday  and  as 
he  local  church  channels  a  part  of  its  income  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram we  enter  into  partnership  with  God  and  one  another  in  obedience  to  the 
•.ommand,  "Go.  ..  preach.  ..  teach.  ..!  " 

Let  us  resolve  to  pray  earnestly  for  all  Kingdom  work  and  support  our 
)rayers  with  sacrificial  giving  of  self  and  substance. 

Last  year  North   Carolina  Baptists  gave  $5,  787,  311  through  the  Co- 
)p>ej:ative  Program.    Supplementing  this  with  Special  Offerings  amounting 
o  2,  897,  63  we  had  a  total  of  8,  684,  950  for  all  mission  causes  !  Two  associa- 
ions  (Anson  and  Yates)  had  100%  of  their  churches  giving  through  the  Co- 
)perative  Program. 

According  to  records  available  our  association  gave  15,  795.47  during  the 
ast  year  for  World  Missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

We  recommend: 

(1)  That  each  church  plan,  vigorously  promote,  and  subscribe  a 
vorthy  budget. 

(2)  That  special  emphasis  be  given  to  prayer  for  Cooperative 
■Program  causes  during  October. 

(3)  That  each  church  give:  regularly  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

(4)  That  in  response  to  the  special  call  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Saptist  State  Convention  we  increase  our  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  at 
least  10%  during  the  coming  year.

■  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  from  May 
30  to  June  2,  1967.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  15,000  messengers  in  the 
spacious  Convention  Hall  of  Miami  Beach.  The  convention  was  the  first  for  | 
this  pastor  and  his  wife,  and  it  proved  to  be  a  most  informing  and  inspiring  j 
experience.  We  were  regretful  that  we  were  unable  to  attend  the  W.M.U.  j 
Convention  and  Pastor's  Conference  being  held  two  days  prior  to  the  Conven-? 
tion. 

The  Convention  was  led  under  the  capable  leadership  of  the  President 
H.  Franklin  Paschall,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Nashvilte,  Tenn. 
This  was  a  convention  that  was  void  of  tensions,  but  filled  with  concern  for 
the  needs  of  the  world.    The  Theme  of  the  Convention  "Mandate  to  Minister" 
was  more  than  just  a  theme  but  the  major  concern  of  all  present. 

Major  attention  was  centered  upon  social  action  and  evangelism.  The 
emphasis  of  our  speakers  was  concerned  with  personal  regeneration,  involve- 
ment in  the  social  needs  of  mankind  through  personal  committment  and  the 
action  of  the  local  churches.    Highlighting  this  theme  in  particular  was  the 
Convention  sermon  delivered  by  Landrum  P.  Leavell,  pastor  First  Baptist 
Church,  Wichita  Falls,  Texas,  who  spoke  of  the  need  of  changed  and  righteou 
men  to  change  the  society  in  which  we  live.    The  president's  address  was  a 
stimulating  message  on  the  local  church  and  the  challenge  of  meeting  the 
needs  of  man  through  the  redemptive  Gospel  of  Christ. 

There  were  many  moments  of  inspiring  personal  testimonies  given  by 
such  outstanding  Christians  as  Anita  Bryant  and  Jim  Vaus.    Home  Mission 
night  and  the  appointment  of  missionaries  was  one  of  the  fine  moments  of  the 
Convention.    An  outstanding  morning  was  on  Thursday  and  the  address  by 
Senator  Mark  Hatfield  from  Oregon.    Our  "Mandate  To  Minister"  was  broug&t 
into  sharper  focus  as  we  felt  his  rebukes  of  the  church's  failures  in  the  past, 
and  the  present  need  of  ministering  to  the  whole  man.    Certainly  of  important 
consequence  to  this  ministry  of  the  whole  man  by  Baptists  was  the  Conven- 
tion's approval  and  endorsement  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission. 

We  should  also  call  attention  to  the  manner  in  which  Southern  Baptists 
conducted  themselves  in  Miami,    Comments  were  frequently  made  to  the 
thoughtfulness ,  friendliness,  and  considerateness  of  the  messengers.  This 
is  a  tribute  to  our  Christian  witness  in  example  as  well  as  in  speech.  For 
us  this  was  a  great  privilege  and  wonderful  experience  to  share  in  such  a 
harmonious  Christian  atmosphere  of  the  work  of  Southern  Baptists  in  seeking 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  world  today.

April  23-29,   1967  was  observed  as  Youth  Temperance  Education  Week  in 
North  Carolina.    We  believe  in  doing  everything  we  can  to  keep  people  from 
becoming  alcoholics.    If  we  are  good  citizens,  we  will  vote  against  it. 

At  this  writing  there  is  an  election  pending  in  our  own  town  concerning 
A.  B.C.  Stores.    We  do  not  know  what  the  outcome  will  be,  but  we  have  taken 
a  firm  stand  against  those  who  would  make  easy  money  by  pondering  the 
weakness  of  their  fellow  man.    We  have  an  organized  force  fighting  this. 
Parents  have  a  great  responsibility  in  teaching  their  children  the  perils 
of  alcoholism,  and  so  has  the  church.    We  live  in  a  changing  world  but  let's 

1  not  change  regarding  this  question.  Let's  continue  to  fight  alcohol  in  any  form.

Our  assets  are  now  over  a 
million  dollars.

More  infor-  i 
mation  will  be  given  by  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  but  we  are  most  proud  to  have 
had  a  part  in  the  building  of  this  particular  Home. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  has  had  a  year  of  tragedy  of  leadership  as  well. 
For  many  months  the  Chairman  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  Dr.  Ike  Greer,  has! 
been  critically  ill  at  his  home  in  Chapel  Hill  and  July  5th  our  Executive 
Secretary,  C,  Gordon  Maddrey,  suffered  a  coronary  occlusion.    Since  that 
time  he  has  had  a  series  of  attacks  and  is  critically  ill  at  this  time.

The  Foundation  office  is  open  to  everyone  and  we  invite  you  come  by  or  call  ^ 
if  we  can  be  of  any  help. 

CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Helping  children  and  young  people  to  grow  and  develop  toward  Christian 
maturity  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  in  life.    No  task  is  more  important 
than  helping  a  child  to  grow  into  healthy,  well-adjusted,  responsible  citizen- 
ship.   At  the  Children's  Homes  we  seek  to  provide  the  proper  atmosphere, 
encouragement  and  supervision  to  assure  the  development  of  inborn,  God 
given  talents  of  our  children. 

This  agency  offers  a  variety  of  quality  services  to  the  children  of  families 
who  have  not  been  able  to  continue  a  satisfactory  pattern  of  living  together. 
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,A  total  of  33  cottages  on  five  campuses  provide  group  care  of  different  kinds. 
jThere  are  two  residences  for  emotionally  disturbed  children,  convenient  to  a 
Igreat  medical  center  where  psychiatric  services  are  available.    This  fall, 
for  the  first  time,  a  single  cottage  at  Wallburg  is  being  opened  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  boys. 

In  addition  to  group  homes,  the  needs  of  many  children  are  met  through 
the  use  of  Foster  Homes.    A  growing  interest  in  this  phase  of  our  work  is 
ijencouraging .    Many  families  are  finding  happiness  and  opportunity  for  service 
jin  caring  for  foster  children.    Thus,  many  boys  and  girls,  who  otherwise 
ijwould  not  have  this  opportunity,  are  privileged  to  grow  up  in  Christian  homes. 
IShould  you  have  an  "extra  measure  of  love"  to  share  in  this  way  the  Homes 
jwould  like  to  know  of  your  interest. 

Regional  case  work  centers,  staffed  by  trained  social  workers,  are 
located  in  six  prominent  areas  of  the  State  and  add  to  the  ability  of  the  Homes 
to  offer  counseling  services  to  distressed  families  and  to  those  for  whom 
family  rehabilitation  has  been  achieved. 

In  June  of  1967  the  first  of  the  new  family  living  cottages  was  completed 
jand  is  being  used  by  brothers  and  sisters  who  can  profit  by  sharing  the  same 
ihome .    This  building  was  provided  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  M.  York  of 
Greensboro,  and  is  named  the  York  Cottage.    It  is  a  model  for  the  family 
jliving  approach  in  group  child  care.    A  similar  cottage  is  already  under 
l|Construction  at  Mills  Home  and  two  buildings  of  this  type  are  now  being  built 
on  the  Kennedy  Home  Campus. 

The  Child  Development  Center  on  the  Mills  Home  Campus  was  established 
to  serve  the  local  community  as  a  means  of  strengthening  family  life  and  to 
provide  a  demonstration  and  informational  program  which  can  offer  assistance 
to  churches  in  beginning  any  phase  of  weekday  care  and  education  for  pref- 
school  children.    During  the  1967-68  session  the  Center  will  serve  70 
children  and  their  families  in  two  kindergarten  groups  and  nursery  school 
jiprograms  with  about  35  children  in  full  day  care.     The  staff  is  providing 
consultation  services  upon  request  to  churches  interested  in  the  program. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Staff  of  the  Children's  Homes 
are  committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian  Program,  of  Child  Care  - 
a  program  that  will  merit  the  undivided  support  and  loyalty  of  our  people  and 
that  will  bring  favor  to  our  Lord.    To  that  end  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet, 
as  effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of  our  day.

BAPTIST  HOSPITALS 


Since  the  establishment  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  in  1923, 
it  has  served  Baptists  over  the  state  on  N.C.  furnishing  the  opportunity  of 
serving  persons  created  in  the  image  of  God. 

Because  it  is  a  large  medical  center  with  a  staff  of  specialists  and 
provides  the  newest  and  best  equipment  for  their  use.  North  Carolina  Baptists 
depend  upon  the  hospital  when  they  need  treatment  and  care  beyond  that 
available  in  their  home  communities. 
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The  kind  of  medical  care  provided  by  our  hospital  is  very  expensive.  The 
hospital  has  been  spending  in  free  care  for  our  people  far  more  than  has  been 
received  from  our  Mother's  Day  offering  and  all  other  welfare  agencies  com- 
bined.   This  coupled  with  the  rising  costs  in  labor  and  material  needed  for 
the  operation  of  our  hospital  has  caused  the  hospital  to  run  into  debt  over  a 
period  of  time . 

This  year  the  hospital  made  a  special  appeal  for  baptist  to  increase  their 
Mother's  Day  offering  to  the  extent  that  this  indebtedness  could  be  cleared 
away.    So  far  the  response  has  been  satisfactory  and  there  is  great  hope  that 
it  will  continue  to  this  end. 

From  the  last  report  that  was  received  the  figures  indicate  that  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  of  churches  has  made  an  increase  to  date  of  $511.  13 
over  the  amount  given  during  the  entire  year  last  year.    There  is  hope  that 
again  the  time  runs  out  for  the  final  tabulation  of  the  gifts  for  this  worthy 
cause  that  our  association  will  have  reached  the  suggested  goal. 

The  heart  of  the  hospital's  healing  ministry  is  its  service  for  those  that 
are  sick  and  in  need.    Your  response  to  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  makes  it 
possible  for  many  to  receive  this  healing  ministry.    We  sincerly  hope  that 
you  will  ever  make  this  offering  close  to  your  heart.

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  have  been  on  the  move 
during  the  past  year.    In  fact,  we  will  be  ready  to  move  into  our  new  Home 
at  Yanceyville  in  September  and  will  be  able  to  receive  30  more  dear  old 
people  into  the  family  of  our  Homes.    When  the  Yanceyville  Home,  our  fifth, 
is  occupied,  we  will  have  a  total  of  200  deserving  older  men  and  women  in 
our  care  in  all  of  the  Homes. 

As  you  know,  we  now  have  four  Homes  and  an  Infirmary  in  operation. 
Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem;  the  Albemarle  Home  at 
Albemarle;  the  Hamilton  Home  at  Hamilton. 

In  these  Homes  you  have  an  eternal  investment  and  can  rejoice  in  the 
loving  care  which  you  are  making  possible  for  our  older  people.  The 
majority  are  financially  needy  persons,  and  are  supplemented  through  the 
love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.    Two  sources  of  income  from  the 
churches  are  increasingly  vital  in  the  support  of  our  residents  -  the  Special 
Day  Offering,  received  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  our 
share  in  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Special  Day  Offering  for  1967  is  at  an  all-time  high  and  has  in- 
creased by  10%  over  last  year.    This  is  most  commendable,  but  when  we 
face  the  reality  of  costs,  which  have  advanced  by  20%,  and  the  maintenance  - 
of  a  new  home  and  the  care  of  30  additional  residents  at  Yanceyville,  we 
could  face  a  real  crisis  during  the  next  year,  unless  the  gifts  from  our 
Baptist  people  continue  to  increase  in  proportion  to  our  needs. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  Baptist  people  across  the  State  who  are 
enabling  us  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  Christ's  Name,  and  we  want  all  of 
you  to  know  that  each  of  your  5  Homes  exists  for  the  people  from  all  over  our 
great  State.    We  could  not  operate  without  your  love,  your  prayers,  your 
concern,  and  your  financial  support. 

In  the  midst  of  our  joys  have  been  our  sorrows.    Our  oldest  resident, 
Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright,  passed  away  in  June,  just  short  of  her  106th  birth- 
day.   She  came  to  live  with  us  at  the  age  of  93,  and  the  13  years  of  her 
presence  with  us  have  been  a  shining  example  of  the  special  significance  of 
a  Christian  ministry  to  older  people.    The  compassionate  nursing  care  alone 
which  this  little  lady  received  is  reason  enought  to  thank  God  for  the  people 
called  Baptists,  whose  vision  and  concern  for  mankind  have  included  the 
aging  in  answering  the  Master's  call  in  the  service  of  the  Lord.

relationship  with  Christ  and  the  church.    This  involves  the  establishment  and 
paintaining  of  a  relationship  with  the  prospect,  with  the  purpose  in  mind  of 
[leading  the  prospect  to  enrollment  in  the  Bible  teaching  program  of  the  Church. 
iThrough  Bible  study  and  Christian  concern  the  prospect  will  be  led  to  a  full 
jirelationship  with  Christ  and  the  church. 

I  3.    Lead  all  church  members  to  worship,  witness,  minister,  and 

tearn  daily 
The  Sunday  Schools  task  in  each  of  these  areas  is  to  involve  all 
hurch  members  as  individuals.    These  are  some  of  the  tasks  of  the  Sunday 
School  of  the  local  church.

2.  Christian  ethics    is  studying  the  "oughtness"  of  the  Christian 
life.    This  has  to  do  with  the  development  of  the  Spiritual  life  and  the  life  of 
the  Christian  in  the  world. 

3.  Christian  History  is  a  study  of  God's  dealing  with  men  through- 
out all  history^    It  is  difficult  for  us  to  understand  who  we  are  today  and 
where  we  are  going  tomorrow  unless  we  know  what  has  gone  on  before  us. 
History  teaches  us  how  to  live  in  the  present  and  future. 

4.  Churnh  policy  and  organization  is  the  study  of  how  the  church 
conducts  its  affairs  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  Christ. 

Training  Union's  job  is  to  train  church  members  to  perform  the  functions 
of  their  church  as  recorded  by  (Matthew  28:20).    Every  church  has  potential 
leaders.    Every  church  should  plan  to  train  these  leaders.

ANNUITY  BOARD 
The  new  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program 

Response  to  the  new  program  of  family  and  retirement  protection  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1967  indicates  enthusiastic  acceptance  by  ministers  and 
denominational  employees .    During  the  first  three  months  of  196  7  more  than 
1,000  persons  joined  some  part  of  the  three-plan  program  as  compared  with 
only  685  during  the  first  quarter  of  1966. 

The  new  program,  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program,  pro- 
vides additional  benefits  for  disibility,  new  benefits  for  children,  education 
of  children  and  dependent  parent.    These  extra  benefits  are  in  Plan  A.  The 
new  Protection  Program  incorporates  the  three  plans  into  one  certificate, 
|which  formerly  required  separate  certificates  for  each  plan.    The  three 
Iplans  are:   Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  which  is  now  plan  A;  Age 
j'Security  plan,  now  called  plan  B;  and  variable  Benefit  Plan,  now  Plan  C. 

Annuitants  Receive  Dividend  Check 

Because  of  action  taken  by  the  trustees  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  February 
each  person  receiving  a  guaranteed  benefit  from  the  Board  was  mailed  a 
"dividend  check".    This  year  each  check  was  for  an  amount  equal  to  one- 
twelfth  of  the  person's  annual  benefit.    These  checks  were  made  possible 
because  of  excess  interest  charges.    Approval  was  given  to  mail  these 
dividend  checks  annually,  providing  the  Board  realizes  an  excess  interest 
earnings. 

Benefits  Paid  Out 

In  1966,  more  than  $4,256,244  was  paid  in  age  retirement,  disability 
or  widow  benefits  to  persons  who  had  participated  in  the  program.  The 
checks  vary  in  amounts,  depending  on  the  length  of  service  and  the  amount 
of  dues  paid  into  the  Program  by  the  member. 

Ten  Per  Cent  Total  Salary  Encouraged 

The  cost  of  living  continues  to  climb.    A  retirement  program  based  on 
$4,000  salary  is  no  longer  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  minister  when  he 
retires.    There  seems  to  be  no  hope  of  a  leveling  off  of  the  inflationary 
jtrends.    Because  of  this,  the  new  protection  program  was  started  so  churches 
could  help  their  pastors  increase  their  retirement  protection.    Now  a  church 
may  participate  on  the  total  salary  of  its  pastor  or  other  employees.  Ten 
percent  dues  on  total  salary  are  recommended  as  minimum. 

Members  in  Annuity  Board  Plans 

As  of  December  31,   1966,  some  1,  492  persons  had  joined  plan  A  of  the 
program,    a  total  of  18,  328  churches  were  providing  the  protection  program 
for  their  ministers  and  staff  members.    Almost  12,  600  of  these  churches 
were  paying  both  members  and  church  dues. 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  promotes  the  protection  program  in  North  Carolina.  He 
is  jointly  employed  by  the  Annuity  Board  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 
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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 


In  1900  Bishop  Edward  Rondthaler  of  the  Morovean  Church  wrote  "The 
20th  Century  will  be  an  age  of  dispute  of  nations  on  a  gigantic  scale.    It  will  5 
be  an  age  in  which  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  will  have  to  contend  with  j 
iniquity  without  and  with  coldness  within". 

However  accurate  this  prophecy  may  be,  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  i 
and  the  churches  comprising  its  membership  seem  to  have  withstood  the  • 
stormy  winds  of  the  times  and  have  made  much  progress  both  spiiritually 
and  materially. 

Nine  churches  in  the  association  have  a  history  of  well  over  a  Century. 
They  are  CuUowhee  1821,  Shoal  Creek  1828,  Scotts  Creek  1830,  Tuckaseigee 
1835,  Old  Savannah  1835,  Hamburg  1849,  Mt.  Pleasant  1852,  Webster  1854, 
and  John's  Creek  I860. 

Another  group  were  founded  in  the  later  half  of  the  19th  century.  They 
are:  Sol's  Creek  1869,  Balsam  Grove  1875,  Yellow  Mountain  1878,  Sylva 
First  1888,  Jarrett  Memorial  1888,  Ochre  Hill  1890,  Wilmont  1893,  Locust 
Field  1896.    These  churches  all  have  a  history  of  at  least  70  years. 

Many  churches  were  founded  in  the  early  part  of  this  century:  Big 
Ridge  1902,  Speedwell  1902,  Dick's  Creek  1903,  New  Savannah  1905,  Hyatt's 
Chapel  1916,  Lumberton  1929,  Lovedale  1919,  Moses  Creek  1919,  Oak 
Ridge  1919,  East  Sylva  1921,  Green's  Creek  1921,  Cashiers  1930,  Wilkesdalc 
1934  and  Long  Branch  in  1936. 

Some  churches  founded  more  recently  are:    Pine  Creek  1945,  Rockdale 
1948,  Calvary  1949,  Trout  Creek  1951,  Laurel  Branch  1954,  New  Hope  1955, 
and  Deitz  Memorial  1956. 

Having  such  a  continuous  history  as  this  shows  that  in  our  association  the 
theme  "A  Church  Fulfilling  Its  Mission  Through  Ministry"  is  being  observed.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

.As  our  young  people  today  face  a  world  of  confusion,  and  are  seeking 
answers  to  their  questions  concerning  a  New  Morality,  sex,  science  and 
faith,  and  are  trying  to  understand  why  even  some  of  our  theologians  are 
saying,  "God  is  dead",  the  role  of  our  Christian  Colleges  becomes  more 
important  than  ever   before.    Yet  our  Christian  Colleges  are  faced  with 
some  of  the  greatest  problems  of  all  time. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Education  Commission  has  tried  to  cope  with  some 
of  these  problems  by  establishing  the  Baptist  Education  Study  Task  known  as  - 
BEST.    The  twenty-four  regional  seminars  have  met  for  six  study  sessions 
over  a  two  year  period,  involving  about  500  persons. 

There  remains  a  critical  shortage  of  dedicated  teachers  as  well  as  a  < 
need  for  presidents,  deans  and  business  managers.  m 

Southern  Baptist  now  operate  39  senior  colleges,  15  junior  colleges,  7  H 
academies,  4  Bible  Schools,  6  seminaries  and  the  American  Baptist  I 
Theological  Seminary  supported  by  our  S.B.C.  jointly  with  the  National  ■ 
Baptist  Convention.  I 

Reports  from  the  seminaries,  colleges  and  schools  show  that  ministeriaH 
students  declined  by  235  for  the  year.  There  was  a  loss  of  130  home  and  ■ 
foreign  mission  volunteers,  a  loss  of  101  in  ministers  of  education  and  a  I 
gain  of  32  in  Church  Music.  ■ 


In  North  Carolina,  the  Council  on  Christian  Education  has  taken  steps 

0  make  the  people  more  aware  of  the  needs  of  our  Christian  Colleges  by: 

1.  Christian  Education  Day  in  June  has  been  renamed,  "Baptist 
Zollege  Day".    The  attempt  is  to  enlist  the  300  Baptist  Churches  to  study  the 
•elationship  of  the  colleges  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

2.  Churches  will  be  encouraged  to  study  the  colleges  and  their 
:ontributions  to  Baptist  life. 

3.  The  council  also  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  lecture 
^ries,  bring  outstanding  Baptist  leaders  to  the  campuses  for  speaking  engage- 
ifnents . 

4.  Seminars  will  be  sponsored  on  each  of  the  campuses  next  March 
>r  April  to  review  the  findings  of  the  BEST  survey. 

It  is  hoped  some  of  the  financial  problems  of  the  colleges  will  be  solved 
py  a  better  communication  between  colleges  and  churches, 
j       Our  own  colleges  in  North  Carolina  have  problems: 

Campbell  College,  A  continued  growth  brought  a  recommendation 
from  the  board  to  increase  the  number  of  trustees  from  28  to  36. 

Chowan,  Loans  were  recommended  for  a  men's  dormitory. 

Gardner  Webb,  has  launched  a  much-needed  program  of  construction. 
Dver  1,000  boarding  students  were  turned  away  last  year. 

Mars  Hill,  Dr.  Fred  Blake  Bentley  succeeds  Dr.  Hoyt  Blackwell  on 
lis  retirement,  as  President  of  the  college.    Building- is  proceeding  on  the 
campus  of  the  Mars  Hill  College  also. 

Meridith  College,  also  has  a  new  president.  Dr.  Bruce  Heliman. 
he  General  Board  approved  the  building  of  a  library,  a  student  center  and 
!^  dormitory. 

Wake  Forest,  Dr.  James  Ralph  Scales  is  the  new  president.  Con- 
st rue  tion~ora~reclFeatTon  and  education  center  and  a  stadium  has  been  approved. 

Wingate,  the  largest  privately  owned  and  operated  college  in  the 
jSouthern  Association  of  Junior  Colleges  has  its  own  president,  Dr.  Budd 
pmith  serving  as  vice-president  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 
sConstruction  of  two  new  dormitories  has  been  approved. 

!        Our  Baptist  Colleges  need  our  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
to  be  a  major  influence  and  force  in  our  state  and  nation.

ARTICLE  I 

The  Name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 

ARTICLE  II  ' 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom 
earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  t 
churches . 

ARTICLE  III  ' 

(1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers 
whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient.

ARTICLE  XII

The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  consider^: 
necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  membe 
of  these  committees  are  to  be  nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committe< 
unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  association. 

^  ARTICLE  XV 

This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote,  providing  the  amendme 
was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the  association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority 
the  votes  must  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 
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BY-LAWS 


1.  All  vacancies  occurring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Executive 
ommittee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee.

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not  present  a 
ertificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  committee  on  organization  and 
jception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

A.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the  annual  program 
for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  its 
July  meeting. 

B.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  bring  to 
the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the  personnel  of  the 
standing  committees. 

C.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for  raising  the 
funds  for  the  association  budget  and  prepare  for  recommendations  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  association  the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of 
funds  for  the  coming  year. 

D.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable  resolutions 
at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

E.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity 
only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry 
as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry 
and  make  recommendations  as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which 
one  is  a  member  about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the 
proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee. Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult 
with  the  committee. 

F.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate 
the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have  this  report  ready  for  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

G.  Missions  Committee:  (1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing Association  officers:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President,  Brotherhood  President, 
Chairman  of  Evangelism,  Chairman  of  Associational  Deacons,  Treasurer, 
Moderator,  and  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee,  and  four  members  at 
large  from  member  churches  to  be  elected  by  the  association  at  its  annual 
meeting  for  1,2,3,  and  4  years  respectively  on  a  rotating  system.  After 
the  election  one  new  member  shall  be  elected  each  year  to  serve  for  a 
period  of  four  years.  (2)  The  Missions  Committee  shall  advise  and  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associ- 
ation, and  also  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches,  and  also 
shall  be  responsible  for  encouraging  and  guiding  the  churches  in  the

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  State  and  SBC  Agencies. 
III.  Duties  of  the  Missionary: 

1.  Administrative 

a.  Administer  policies  and  instructions  committed  to  him  by  the  Association 
its  Executive  Committee  or  Board. 

b.  Work  closely  with  the  Associational  Officers,  Committees,  and  Organi- 
zations to  help  each  group  determine  (1)  its  opportunities  and  objectives

e.  All  staff  to  be  responsible  to  the  Missionary  selection  and  supervisior  '

f.  Serve  as  ex- officio  member  of  all  committees.  I 

g.  Have  general  oversight  of  purchasing  equipment  and  supplies  withiri 
the  approved  budget. 
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h.  Inform  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies  of  needs,  problems,  and 
potentialities  within  the  Association. 

i.  Interpret  to  the  churches  the  program  resources  and  other  assistance  avail- 
able from  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  agencies. 

2.  As  Counselor- Shepherd 

To  counsel  with  church  leaders  as  recpested  with  reference  to  (1)  Programs 
and  procedures  in  their  churches;  (2)  Calling  a  pastor  or  other  staff  member; 
(3)  Actual  or  threatened  breach  of  fellowship;  (4)  Church  objectives;  (5) 
Church  policies;  (6)  Assist  pastorless  churches;  (7)  Assist  pastors  and  others 
in  counseling  those  who  are  called  into  church- related  vocations. 

3.  In  the  Churches,  extending  the  local  ministries:

(14)  Study  objectives  and  long-range  planning;  (15)  Studying  and  evaluating 
procedures,  curriculum.  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  etc.,  (16)  Church- 
Community  Surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept;  and 
(18)  publishing  of  a  regular  news  medium. 

4.  In  the  Associational  Office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  mail,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to 
his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquiries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  Associational  Officers,  Committees,  and  heads  of  Organizations 
to  get  out  promotional  mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

The  Schedule   of  Benefits   Provided   by  the  Association  for  the  Missionary. 

1.  His  salary  shall  be   . 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include: 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include:  • 

a.  One  day  each  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest 
that  excludes  normal  Associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  six  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  Association  for  special 
work  with  local  churches  or  with  State  and  SBC  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  14  days  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days 
to  be  accumulated.  Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  Association  for 
one  year,  without  Executive  Committee  action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded 
with  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Association.

ator,  and  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee,  and  four  members  at  large  from  mem- 
'r  churches  to  be  elected  by  the  association  at  its  annual  meeting  for  1,  2,  3,  and  4, 
:ars  respectively  on  a  rotating  system.  After  the  election  one  new  member  shall  be 
ected  each  year  to  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years.  (2)  The  Missions  Committee 
lall  advise  and  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the 
osociation,  and  also  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches,  and  also  shall  be 
sponsible  for  encouraging  and  guiding  the  churches  in  the  association  to  faithfully 
)operate  with  the  association  program  and  emphases.  (3)  The  committee  shall 
eet  once  a  quarter  to  receive  a  written  report  from  the  Associational  Missionary 
id  make  helpful  suggestions  to  him  concerning  his  work.  (4)  If  such  advise  is  sought, 
shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  organize  a  new  church,  or  seek  to  help  any  mem- 
-r  church  desiring  assistance  in  its  problems.  (5)  The  Missions  Committee  shall

The  Missions  Committee  shall  then  report  to  the  Assc 
ciational  Meeting  with  a  copy  thereof  submitted  to  the  Associational  Executive  Con:' 
mittee  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  its  fine 
ings  and  recommendations  for  Associational  action  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  (! 
Each  church  applying  for  membership  in  the  Association,  upon  approval,  shall  be  u 
ceived  under  the  watch-care  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Each  churc 
shall  give  a  written  report  to  the  missions  committee  and  the  Promotion  Committc 
each  quarter  of  their  work  and  giving  toward  associational  program  and  state  ar 
southwide  participation. 

The  motion  to  accept  this  change  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Wood  to  use  the  name  EXECUTIVE  CON 
MITTEE  throughout  the  Constitution  rather  than  the  dual  system  of  Promotions  ai

Study  and  evaluate  the  specific  needs  of  associations  and  churches  with  regard 
jO  the  involvement  of  members  in  total,  evangelism. 

i  2.  Encourage  pastors  and  members  to  attend  the  State  Evangelism  Conference. 
I  3.  Provide  evangelism  materials  and  plans  to  meet  specific  needs  of  various 
l^hurches  and  associations  as  requested  by  superintendents  of  missions,  associational 
j^hairmen  of  evangelism,  pastors  and  church  leaders. 

I  4.  Provide  opportunities  of  dialogue  on  every  facet  of  evangelism  in  order  to 
jliscover  and  to  utilize  any  worthy  method  to  share  the  redemptive  message  of  Christ 
kith  non- Christians  of  all  races. 

5.  Assist  superintendents  of  missions,  associational  leaders,  pastors,  and  church 
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leaders  in  planning  special  conferences  or  clinics  on  evangelism  as  follows:

HISTORIAN 

1969  marks  the  close  of  another  decade  in  the  history  of  the  churches  of  th« 
Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  This  decade  has,  indeed,  been  a  period  of  un-l 
precedented  growth  in  the  building  of  modern  structures  of  worship.

We  also  congratulate  the  Old  Savannah  Church  on  the  dedication  of  a  beautiful' 
modern  church.  This  church  exemplifies  the  perseverance,  sacrifice  and  dedicatioi! 
of  the  churches  in  the  Association  in  their  "Faith  and  Work  through  Evangelism  an( 
Stewardship.'*

STATE  MISSIONS 

The  Division  of  Missions  works  through  six  departments  and  various  specialized 
ministries.  In  order  to  serve  more  effectively  there  is  a  Department  of  City  Metro- 
politan Missions  (centers  over  2500  population);  Town  and  Country  (towns  under  2500 
population  and  all  rural  areas);  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute;  Deaf  Work;  Interracial 
Cooperation;  and  recently  approved  Department  of  Chaplaincy  Ministry.  In  addition, 
there  are  specialized  ministries  at  Cherokee;  in  military  areas;  and  the  following 
institutions:  Leonard  Training  School,  Samarcand  Training  School;  McCain  Sani- 
torium;  Odom  Prison;  and  Morrison  Training  School, 

The  Division  of  Missions  emphasizes  service  to  local  churches,  especially 
those  that  may  be  classified  as  missions.  Pastoral  aid  (financial)  is  granted  to 
many  churches  in  both  rural  and  city  areas.  Lot  aid  is  provided  in  needy  situations. 
Along  with  financial  aid,  competent  counsel  will  be  given  by  department  secretaries 
when  requested  by  the  church. 

A  close  cooperative  arrangement  between  the  divisions  and  the  local  associations 
is  cultivated.  A  majority  of  the  associations  is  granted  financial  supplements  by  the 
State  Convention. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  which  mission  emphasis  is  most  important.  There  has 
been  rapid  growth  in  Seminary  Extension.  Two  new  ministries  are  getting  healthy 
response- ^Resort  and  Christian  Social  Ministries. 

The  leadership  of  the  Division  of  Missions  is  emphasizing  the  salvation  of  the 
whole  man.  Our  approach  is  based  upon  deep  convictions  conceming  the  necessity 
of  both  faith  and  works.

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HOME  MISSIONS 


Yes,  we  need  missions  here  in  our  homeland  as  well  as  other  missions.  Our 
Home  Mission  Board  works  to  help  people's  needs  across  our  American  states.! 
Here  are  some  of  the  things  your  Home  Mission  dollar  does:  renders  service  toi 
military  personnel;  evangelism;  establishes  new  churches  and  missions;  works: 
with  the  National  Baptist  Service  Chaplaincy  and  medical  and  dental  personnel  and, 
the  Christian  Service  Corps.  There  have  been  over  500,000  Scriptures  in  languages 
distributed  and  used  in  numerous  ways.  GOOD  NEWS  FOR  MODERN  MAN  has  been 
ordered  to  the  unbelievable  number  of  130,000.  Scripture  Selections  and  Gospels 
have  been  sent  out  by  the  thousands. 

Finally,  Southern  Baptists  stand  on  the  threshold  of  hope.  To  me,  this  is  thej 
most  exciting  time  I  have  ever  known  in  which  to  be  a  Christian  and  in  which  to' 
be  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christ.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Since  1845  men  and  women  called  of  God  have  offered  themselves  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  service  overseas.  God  has 
abundantly  blessed  and  used  them.  Their  number  has  increased  until  presently 
2,441  serve  in  70  countries  (including  2,164  career  missionaries,  145  missionary 
associates,  131  missionary  journeymen  and  4  special  projects  nursing  personnel). 

The  imperative  nature  of  our  world  task  becomes  clearer  every  day.  Our  basic 
responsibility  is  to  bear  witness  to  the  truth  of  God's  act  of  redemption  in  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Saviour.  Every  human  being  has  a  right  to  know  of  God's  love  and  of  the 
grace  He  has  manifested  in  the  gift  of  His  own  Son  that  the  world  may  know  Him. 

Therefore,  our  main  emphasis  lies  upon  bearing  witness  of  God's  truth  and  leading 
men  and  women  everywhere  to  discipleship  so  that  they  might  be  drawn  into  fellow- 
ship with  a  living  Saviour  and  with  one  another  in  the  fellowship  of  New  Testament 
churches.  This  witness  must  be  joined  with  deeds  of  love  and  mercy  that  manifest 
genuine  Christian  concern  for  our  fellowmen  and  a  determination  to  share  with  him 
all  that  is  good,  so  as  to  lift  him  up  to  full  stature  and  opportunity.  In  John  17:18 
we  read,  "As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  sent  them  into  the 
World."  Thus  the  sending  is  inherent  in  the  Christian  life  itself.  Any  concept  of 
mission  which  separates  any  Christian  or  any  Christian  cause  from  the  divine  sending 
is  less  than  a  biblical  concept. 

Annual  increases  in  per  capita  gifts  of  Southern  Baptists  to  Foreign  Missions 
has  increased  from  $1.69  in  (1959)  to  $2.53  in  (1967). 

The  1968  expenditures  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  totaled  $31,785,568.00.  Of  this 
total  91.8^0  ($29,290,000.00)  went  directly  to  overseas  missions.  The  remaining 
8.2^70  was  used  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  general  expenditures,  promotions, 
and  publicity. 

The  breakdown  of  receipts  from  the  last  fiscal  year  shows  the  church  gifts  total- 
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Ling  $29,745,000.00.  Of  this  amount  50%  came  from  the  Cooperative  Program, 
came  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  and  2%  came  from  special  mission 
7ifts  from  the  churches.  Receipts  in  the  form  of  interest  from  the  Southern  Baptist 
foundation  amounted  to  $119,000.00  and  $1,330,000.00  from  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  reserves.  Straight  gifts,  where  no  investments  are  made,  amounted  to  $293,000.00. 

As  Southern  Baptists  continue  to  give  so  does  the  mission  work  continue  to  grow 
In  the  various  institutions  on  each  mission  field  through  churches,  theological 
seminaries,  hospitals,  schools,  publishing  houses,  good  will  centers,  and  a  great 
krray  of  other  ministries  found  throughout  the  world. 

j  The  future  of  Southern  Baptists  depends  largely  upon  what  we  do  about  the  Great 
Commission  as  we  face  the  remaining  decades  of  this  centur)^  May  God  help  us 
to  look  ahead  with  determination,  confidence,  joy,  and  full  obedience  to  Jesus  Christ, 
pur  Saviour  and  Lord.

. . .  Hunger  and  poverty,  war  and  pestilence,  fear  and  anger,  describe 
all  too  clearly  our  world. 
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How  well  have  we  done  in  our  state  convention  and  our  association?  This  year 
North  Carolina  Baptists  have  a  goal  of  $6,700",000.00for  the  Cooperative  Program.  Of 
this  amount  $2,233,780.00  or  33%  will  go  to  Southern  Baptist  causes.  During  the! 
year  the  churches  of  Tuckaseigee Association gave$18, 135. 52  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

Billy  Graham  wrote  on  March  20,  1956,  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  E.S.  James,  editor  of 
the  Texas  state  magazine,  the  BAPTIST  STANDARD:  "Concerning  the  Cooperative' 
Program,  I  believe  it  is  the  greatest  means  ever  devised  by  the  church  for  the  giving' 
of  one's  tithe.  In  private  and  public  conversation,  I  support  the  Cooperative  Program! 
without  hesitation.*'  I 

This  conviction  is  shared  not  only  by  an  internationally  known  evangelist  but  byj 
the  rank  and  file  of  Southern  Baptists  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Gulf  and  from 
New  York  to  California.  \ 

But  still  we  must  ask ...  • 

"HOW  IS  IT  WITH  OUR  CONSCIENCE?  HOW  WELL  ARE  WE  DOING  IN  WORLD' 
MISSIONS  THROUGH  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM?"  ; 

Your  committee  is  happy  to  report  these  gains  in  gifts  through  the  Cooperativfj 
Program.  Yet  our  consciences  say  there  is  much  more  we  could  be  doing  and  so  we 
make  the  following  recommendations:  ! 

1.  We  recommend  that  our  pastors  focus  on  developing  a  GLOBAL  CONSCIENCE 
on  the  part  of  over  11,000,000  Southern  Baptists. 

2.  We  recommend  that  every  church  in  the  association  include  the  Cooperative! 
Program  in  the  budget  on  a  percentage  basis. 

3.  We  recommend  that  in  planning  its  budget  each  church  undertake  to  set 
the  percentage  of  its  budget  to  be  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program  BEFORE  rathei 
than  AFTER  the  other  items  in  the  budget  are  determined,  thus  implementing  oui 
conviction  that  missions  is  first  rather  than  last  in  the  responsibility  of  a  Baptisl 
church. 

4.  We  recommend  that  our  churches  continue  to  use  one  of  the  stewardship 
development  programs  of  the  Stewardship  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention as  the  main  instrument  to  plan,  promote,  and  pledge  the  annual  church  budget.

Each  brings  certain  types  of  services,  specific 
rnission  fields,  and  consecrated  missionaries  nearer  and  into  clearer  focus  for  the 
Baptist  church  members.  World  Mission  Conferences  are  like  a  fluoroscope.  The  Holy 
Spirit  beams  the  missionary's  message  through  Baptist  minds  and  hearts  to  reveal 
Within  themselves  the  selfish  indifference,  the  unconcern,  the  unintentional  ignorance 
of  missions  through  stirred  emotions  and  challenged  responsible  people  determined 
to  do  more  to  spread  the  news  of  Christ  everywhere.  In  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
during  the  week  of  September  14-21,  we  hope  this  will  be  our  objective  during  our 
World  Mission  Conference.

GEORGE  W.  TRUETT  BAPTIST  CAMP 

To  God  Be  the  Glory!  Yes,  for  this  wonderful  year  at  Truett  Camp  we  must  give 
our  Lord  the  praise.  This  probably  has  been  the  best  year  ever  in  the  history  of  the 
Camp.  This  season  has  shown  marked  progress  in  the  improvement  of  facilities, 
program,  finances,  attendance,  and  in  spiritual  depth.  Certainly  God  has  blessed 
and  we  must  praise  His  matchless  Name. 

The  addition  of  a  soft- ball  field,  two  outdoor  table  tennis  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  and  an  ice- making  machine  were  the  largest  improvements  to  the  facilities. 
Probably  the  swimming  pool  was  the  most  enjoyed  addition. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Camp  was  able  to  enlist  adult  counselors  for  the  Girls' 
Camps.  Their  experience  and  maturity  provided  a  program  that  equaled  the  Boys* 
Camps. 

^  The  attendance  was  the  best  it  has  been  in  several  years.  It  may  have  been  the 
I  best  ever.  Every  week's  attendance  exceeded  the  largest  week  of  1968.  The  Girls' 
ICamps  were  so  popular  we  had  to  add  an  extra  week.  There  was  an  average  attendance 
of  35  campers  for  the  four  weeks  of  Girls*  Camps,  plus  an  average  staff  of  9  each 
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week.  The  Boys'  Camps  averaged  30  campers  with  9  staffers  weekly.  The  average 
attendance  for  the  full  seven  weeks  was  33  campers  plus  9  staffers.  This  gave  a 
total  average  of  42  per  week. 

There  was  an  average  of  5  different  associations  represented  each  week.  Every 
association  in  Region  10  was  represented  during  the  season  except  one. 

The  finances  increased  considerably  over  last  year.  Last  year  only  9  churches 
from  5  associations  contributed.  They  gave  a  total  of  $1,186.00.  This  year  witnessed 
30  churches  from  6  associations  giving  $2,522.91.  But  even  with  the  marked  increase 
there  are  yet  220  churches  in  Region  10  who  have  not  contributed  anything.  In  ordei 
to  improve  the  Camp  as  desired  and  planned,  the  Camp's  income  from  the  churches 
must  increase  far  beyond  what  it  presently  receives.  Certainly  these  churches  that 
do  not  regularly  give  to  the  Camp  should  be  urged  to  share  in  this  ministry  for  Christ. 

Each  year  the  Spirit  of  God  makes  Himself  known  in  the  lives  of  the  campers. 
This  year  was  no  exception.  Almost  every  camper  attending  made  some  type  ol 
decision  for  Christ.  Thirty  of  those  attending  received  Jesus  as  their  Lord  and  Saviour. 
There  were  a  total  of  107  decisions  for  Christ  recorded  during  the  camp  season. 
These  youngsters  commiting  their  lives  to  Christ  is  a  blessing  that  far  exceeds  al 
that  was  expended  at  Truett  Camp  in  either  time,  talent,  or  money. 

Yes,  we  praise  the  Lord  for  all  His  marvelous  blessings.  But  we  also  realiz 
that  there  remains  much  more  to  do.  Until  we  can  completely  remodel  the  kitchen 
and  until  we  can  erase  the  $1,500  owing  on  two  notes,  we  must  postpone  all  furthe) 
enlargement  plans.  To  pay  off  the  notes  and  remodel  the  kitchen  means  we  neec 
to  raise  approximately  $3,000  immediately.  A  plan  to  seek  to  raise  money  fron 
individuals,  over  and  above  the  church  contributions,  has  not  met  with  much  success 
as  yet.  However,  we  are  still  working  on  it. 

If  those  churches  that  are  not  giving  will  begin  supporting  the  camp  with  regula 
gifts,  and  some  of  those  already  giving  would  increase  their  gifts,  there  is  no  limi 
to  what  can  be  done  for  the  glory  of  God  at  Truett  Camp  next  year.  Lead  your  churcl 
into  supporting  YOUR  camp,  George  W.  Truett  Baptist  Camp,  with  your  gifts  and  you 
children.

i  Never  before  have  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  been  more  conscious  of  the 
^rd's  Presence  and  of  His  Goodness  than  during  the  past  year.  At  a  time  when  the 
ponomy  of  the  Homes  was  at  its  lowest  ebb,  with  a  sizeable  deficit  looming  larger 
^  the  moment,  when  the  weather  was  at  its  severest  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February, 
lie  day  of  the  Special  Offering,  the  churches  came  through  with  an  offering  that 
tomises,  at  this  point,  to  be  the  greatest  in  the  Homes*  history.  The  Lord,  who 
s  in  charge  of  the  weather  and  in  charge  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  has 
prely  rewarded  our  faith  and  moved  upon  our  Baptist  people  to  see  the  urgency  of 
ur  needs,  and  we  are  grateful. 

Ours  shall  continue  to  be  a  relationship  of  trust  in  the  Lord  and  faith  in  our  Baptist 
jeople.  We  earnestly  hope  that  a  continued  and  sustained  effort  will  be  made  by 
\ii  churches  to  increase  and  strengthen  the  amount  of  the  two  main  means  of  support 

our  ministry  to  the  Aging-- the  Special  Offering  and  the  Cooperative  Program. 
;hrough  these  two  sources,  one- third  of  the. total  income  for  the  Homes  is  derived, 
nd  85°/o  of  the  residents,  who  are  financially  dependent,  are  cared  for  and  supple- 
lented.  If  we  are  to  continue  to  assist  these  many  needy  persons,  and  if  we  are  to 
Muce  the  deficit  in  the  operation  of  the  Homes,  brought  about  by  the  rising  cost 
jf  living,  we  must  have  more  liberal  support  from  our  churches. 

We  do  not  believe  that  our  Baptist  people  would  want  to  curtail  any  of  the  vital 
jtiinistries  of  the  Homes  and  that  they  will  respond  to  this  urgent  appeal. 
I  Since  last  year,  the  Yanceyville  Home,  our  newest  Home,  has  been  filled  to 
lapacity,  and  we  now  have  almost  200  deserving  older  men  and  women  living  in 
jur  midst  there  and  in  our  other  four  Homes- -Resthaven,  and  Hayes  Home,  in  Winston- 
lalem,  the  Albermarle  Home,  in  Albermarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton, 
jhese  wonderful  people  are  finding  much  happiness  in  Christian  companionship 
fith  persons  of  their  age  group,  and  great  security  in  knowing  that  they  will  be  loved 
ind  cared  for  in  sickness  as  well  as  in  health. 

j  It  is  a  deeply  rewarding  experience  to  see  the  light  and  joy  of  Christ  on  an  older 
iprson's  face  and  to  hear  words  of  deep  appreciation  almost  daily  for  the  Christian 
j)ve  and  nurture  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  making  possible  through  the 
ijiinistry.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  our  Baptist  people  will  want  to  have  an  ever- 
jicreasing  part  in  so  worthy  a  labor  of  love  in  the  Master's  Name.  We  know  that 
lie  Lord  will  not  fail  us,  and  we  also  believe  that  our  people  will  want  to  be  as 
iiithful  as  possible.

Our  Medical  Center  continues  a  high  quality  program  of  medical  care,  trainir 
of  medical  personnel,  and  research  in  the  causes  and  treatment  of  the  disease' 
which  afflict  us.  In  the  face  of  serious  financial  problems,  the  hospital  staff  is  workin: 
more  diligently  than  ever  to  minister  to  our  people  in  keeping  with  their  needs  ar 
to  the  limit  of  the  hospital's  resources. 

The  hospital  has  instituted  more  efficient  admission  procedures  regarding  patient 
financial  resources  and  plans  for  payment  of  hospital  bills.  Trained  counselors  ai, 
interviewing  patients  and  their  families  regarding  advance  payments  which  are  no' 
required  and  for  getting  more  accurate  information  on  those  who  will  need  helj; 
In  this  way  they  are  able  better  to  discover  those  patients  who  may  be  eligible  f(, 
medical  care  assistance  through  Social  Services  departments  or  other  health  agenciej, 
and  can  start  proceedings  at  once  for  getting  these  patients  certified  if  this  has  nc 
already  been  done.  These  agencies  pay  a  major  part  of  the  cost  for  a  patient  th.& 
certify,  but  not  the  total  cost,  and  the  Mother's  Day  Fund  must  pay  the  balance 
A  member  of  the  family  must  go  to  the  agency  and  give  the  necessary  informatior 
and  getting  this  done  is  often  a  real  problem.  Many  of  our  pastors  have  helped  xj 
this  connection  and  have  rendered  important  services  for  the  patients  and  the  hospita, 

L'"  it  were  not  for  the  help  which  comes  from  these  health  agencies,  our  Mother') 
Day  Fund  would  not  last  for  three  months.  After  paying  the  difference  between  wht'ji 
the  agencies  pay  and  the  total  cost  for  these  patients,  the  Mother's  Day  Offering 
are  used  to  help  as  many  as  possible  of  those  who  are  not  eligible  for  certification 
and  who  themselves  cannot  pay  the  total  cost  of  their  care.  First  preference  must  b 
given  to  those  patients  whose  needs  are  greatest  and  most  urgent.  The  free  care  thf, 
the  hospital  gives  must  now  be  limited  in  keeping  with  the  funds  provided  for  thi 
purpose,  however,  because  the  hospital  cannot  continue  to  go  deeper  in  debt. 

It  is  important  that  our  people  understand  that  all  of  the  Mother's  Day  Offering 
and  designated  gifts  for  this  ministry  are  used  for  this  purpose  alone,  and  the  hospitc 
makes  them  go  as  far  as  it  possibly  can.  The  Trustees  and  Administration  of  th 
hospital  are  most  grateful  for  the  fine  cooperation  our  pastors  and  our  people  ai 
giving,  and  they  earnestly  solicit  our  understanding  and  generous  support.

INFLATIONARY  TREND  Continues 

During  1968,  neither  inflation  nor  the  economy  showed  any  evidence  of  a  slow 
down.  Even  as  late  as  the  second  quarter  of  1969,  there  was  no  sign  of  a  leveling 
off  by  the  inflationary  trend.  The  cost  of  living  rose  4.7%  pushing  the  Consumer  Price 
j  Index  to  a  record  123.7  inDecember,  1968.  This  was  the  greatest  increase  since  1951. 

This  inflationary  trend  continued  to  affect  the  buying  power  of  everyone,  ihcluding 
the  retired. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  retiring  ministers,  church  staff  members,  and  denomina- 
tional employees,  the  Annuity  Board  has  developed  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
I  Program  to  provide  an  adequate  retirement  income.  As  the  inflationary  trend  continues, 
I  many  churches  and  agencies  are  upgrading  their  retirement  programs  by  contributing 
j  10%  of  total  salary.  The  Annuity  Board  and  state  conventions  heartily  recommend 
!  this  action. 

Response  to  the  three-plan  Protection  Program  was  good  during  1968.  The  Program 
includes:  Plan  "A,"  the  basic  retirement  fund;  Plan  "B,"  the  supplementary  fund; 
and  Plan  "C,"  the  variable  fund.  Response  was  also  good  in  the  Life  and  Health 
Benefit  Plans.  .

The  extra  check,  amounting  to  12  %  of  each 
person's  annual  benefit,  was  made  possible  by  interest  earnings  in  excess  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  pay  the  retirement  benefits.  The  excess  earnings  are  distributed 
to  plans  of  active  members  as  well  as  to  retired  persons.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA, 

-  INC. 

Among  church  supported  agencies,.  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  fortunate  to  have 
one  of  the  finest  programs  in  the  nation  for  the  care  and  development  of  dependent 
children  and  for  the  strengthening  and  supporting  of  family  life.  This  is  an  application 
of  the  teaching  and  example  ofChristinHis  earthly  ministry.  More  than  1200  children 
and  their  families  are  served  annually. 

The  Children's  Homes,  through  a  variety  of  quality  services,  is  recognized 
as  a  family  service  agency.  This  is  made  possible  by  well  trained  and  professional 
staff  who  provide  leadership  for  group  care  programs,  foster  home  care,  family 
services,  consultation  with  churches  in  preschool  programs  and  planning  for  higher 
education  of  children  who  have  been  in  care.  This  program  unfolds  on  six  campuses 
and  through  the  work  of  regional  casework  centers  throughout  the  state. 

More  requests  for  services  are  now  coming  to  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  than 
at  any  time  in  our  previous  history.  A 11  agency  beds  are  filled  and  all  available  money 
is  being  utilized.  We,  too,  have  been  caught  in  the  rising  costs  of  living  and  in  an 
inflationary  economy.  A  wider  variety  of  quality  services  are  being  demanded  to  meet 
the  needs  of  children  who  are  the  products  of  today's  complex  society.  Present 
economic  conditions  make  it  necessary  to  have  additional  operating  income  with  which 
to  maintain  the  current  program  before  any  further  expansion  of  services  can  be 
considered. 

Friends  of  the  Children's  Homes,  in  Western  North  Carolina  have  responded  gener- 
ously to  the  Founders  and  Builders  Program  to  raise  funds  with  which  to  establish  the 
Broyhill  Home  to  serve  children  in  Western  North  Carolina.  Sufficient  funds  have 
been  given  and  pledged  to  purchased  the  land,  to  prepare  the  site  and  to  construct 
the  first  two  cottages  for  children.  When  the  campus  has  been  completed  provision 
will  have  been  made  for  four  cottages  for  children,  a  multi-purpose  administration 
and  activities  building  and  a  home  for  the  superintendent.  With  the  support  and 
cooperation  of  Baptists  and  other  friends  of  the  Homes  another  ministry  is  being 
developed  in  Asheville.  A  home  in  which  to  serve  unwed  mothers  and  their  offspring 
will  be  opened  during  the  fall  of  1969. 

By  the  use  of  designated  gifts  and  bequests  from  individuals  and  families,  signif- 
icant progress  is  being  made  in  the  long-range  plans  for  upgrading  of  facilities. 
Two  cottages  are  now  under  constructioh  at  Mills  Home.  A  recreation  building  and 
an  infirmary  at  Kennedy  Home  and  two  cottages  for  children  at  the  Broyhill  Home 
are  scheduled  for  construction  during  the  next  year. 

The  contribution  of  our  Baptist  people  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering  and  special  gifts  are  essential  to  our  continued  operation  and  are 
received  with  deep  appreciation.  An  increasing  number  of  friends  are  finding  a 
rewarding  stewardship  opportunity  through  the  establishment  of  trusts  for  the  Homes 
and  by  means  of  wills  and  estate  planning  for  the  needs  of  dependent  children. 
Members  of  the  staff  are  available  for  consultation  in  estate  planning  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  wills.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Division  of  Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  functions 
chiefly  through  the  Council.  The  Council  membership  is  made  up  of  the  eighteen 
j  members  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  General  Board,  seven  college  presidents, 
!  seven  chairmen  of  boards  of  trustees,  and  seven  academic  deans.  Ex-officio  members 
I  include  the  president  of  the  Convention,  president  of  the  General  Board,  General- 
5  Secretary  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  the  president  of  the  state  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union. 

Dr.  Ben  C.  Fisher  is  director  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Higher  Education  and 
executive  secretary  of  the  Council.  Miss  Grace  Yow  is  secretary  to  Dr.  Fisher. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  now  have  a  university,  four  senior  colleges,  and  two  junior 
colleges:  Wake  Forest  University,  Winston-Salem;  Campbell  Senior  College,  Buie's 
Creek;  Mars  Hill  Senior  College,  Mars  Hill;  Meredith  Senior  College,  Raleigh; 
i  Gardner-Webb  Senior  College,  Boiling  Springs;  Chowan  Junior  College,  Murfreesboro; 
and  Wingate  Junior  College,  Wingate. 

There  are  cun:ently  enrolled  in  all  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  approximately 
12,000  students. 

In  these  institutions  there  are  more  than  500  young  men  and  women  preparing 
for  full-time  Christian  service.  This  includes  those  preparing  for  the  gospel  ministry, 
to  be  missionaries,  educational  directors,  directors  of  church  music,  Christian  college 
teachers,  chaplains,  and  denominational  workers. 

In  each  college  catalog  may  be  found  a  statement  of  Christian  purpose.  The 
Christian  college  operates  on  the  basic  assumption  that  apart  from  religious  com- 
mitment life  can  have  no  ultimate  meaning.  Jesus  Christ  is  the  foundation  of  all 
5  truth  and  provides  the  frame  of  reference  in  which  all  knowledge  can  be  examined 
and  used  for  the  good  of  man  and  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  two  cannot  be  separated. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  College  curricula  provides  courses  in  the  study  of 
,i  Bible,  Church  History,  and  related  subjects  which  give  students  new  insights  and 
commitments  to  the  Christian  faith. 

All  colleges  have  regularly  scheduled  chapel  services  which  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  worship,  meditation,  scripture,  prayer,  music,  and  preaching.  Baptist 
colleges  are  not  only  concerned  with  the  special  role  of  training  the  Christian  vo- 
cational worker,  but  they  are  also  concerned  with  teaching  and  training  churchmen  who 
will  take  Christian  views   and   sympathies   into  any  vocation  which  they  enter. 
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The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  Baptist  college  lifeline.  Administrations,  faculties 
students,  trustees,  and  alumni  are  deeply  grateful  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  thi 
support.

|f  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  a  county. 

i  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  can  thank  Mr.  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  BIBLICAL 
|ECORDER,  for  his  diligence  in  observing  and  reporting  his  findings  of  pending  legis- 
lation to  the  people  of  this  state. 

j  Baptists  must  be  diligent  in  the  fight  against  liquor  and  other  narcotics  sold 
pgally  or  illegally  for  profit.  Though  liquor  has  been  dealt  a  severe  blow,  it  is  like 
he  "cat  with  nine  lives,"  we  can  be  sure  it  will  revive  with  another  legislature.

Crusade  of  the  Americas.  The  entire  program  of  Bible  Society  work  is  founded  o 
these  basic  missionary  principles: 

PEOPLE  MUST  HAVE  A  BIBLE  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  c 
men  and  nations. 

EACH  PERSON  MUST  HAVE  THE  BIBLE  IN  HIS  OWN  LANGUAGE  because  i 
speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

THE  BIBLE  IS  THE  ESSENTIAL  TOOL  OF  MISSIONS  AND  EVANGELISM.  Th 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionar,-.  It  can  go  wher 
the  human  missionary  can  not  go.

BUT,  THERE  IS  A  WORLDWIDE  SHORTAGE  OF  BIBLES— because,  IN  MOS' 
COUNTRIES,  PEOPLE  CANNOT  AFFORD  EVEN  THE  COST  OF  PRINTING  THE  SCRIP 
TURES. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  missionary  nonprofit  organization,  serving 
churches  of  many  denominations  in  the  U.S.A.  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionarie. 
translate  the  Bible.  It  publishes  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment.  It  distribute: 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  and  without  any  charge  in  cases  of  special  need 
For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised- letter  systems,  Talkin, 
Bible  records  and  tape  recordings. 

"GOD'S  WORD  FOR  A  NEW  AGE"  is  the  theme  of  the  program  of  worldwide 
missionary  advance  being  carried  on  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  in  cooperatioi 
with  34  other  national  Bible  Societies  around  the  world.  Its  aim  is  to  provide  greatl; 
increased  quantities  of  Scriptures  urgently  needed  for  mission  work.  Long  rang(: 
goals  are: 

—  a  Bible  for  every  Christian  home 

--a  New  Testament,  at  least,  for  every  Christian 

—  at  least  a  Gospel,  or  other  complete  book  of  the  Bible,  for  everyone  who  cai 
read 

—  an  opportunity  for  every  church  member  to  share  in  local  Scripture  distributioi 
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DURING  1968  the  American  Bible  Society- 
rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1392  languages,  spoken 
by  97  per  cent  of  the  world's  people:  the  full  Bible  in  242,  a  Testament  in  320 
more,  a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  830  more.  In  1968  Scriptures  were 
published  in  67  new  languages.  This  was  more  than  one  per  week  and  five  times 
the  average  annual  increase  a  few  years  ago.  But,  there  are  still  over  1,000 
languages  in  which  not  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  published, 
-gave  2,153,015  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed 
Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home  church  and  the 
men  in  service.  Two  out  of  every  three  members  received  a  free  copy  of 
scripture  as  a  gift  from  the  American  Bible  Society  in  1968.  Military  distri- 
bution was  higher  than  in  any  year  since  World  War  II  and  was  an  increase  of 
80.8  per  cent  over  1967.

Weston  C.  Reed 


Weston  C,  Reed  was  born  on  April  24,  1893  in  the  home  of  J, P.  Reed  and  Marcella 
•armer  Reed.  He  was  reared  in  Jackson  County,  attended  Jackson  County  Schools, 
md  entered  Cullowhee  Normal  and  Industrial  School  after  graduation  from  High  School, 
le  completed  an  A.D.  Degree  at  Wake  Forest  College  in  1925  with  a  major  in  Greek 
Language. 

I  Mr.  Reed  was  married  to  Miss  Mellie  Parker  of  Cullowhee  in  1916  while  attending 
Dullowhee  Normal.  They  had  three  children  Olin  of  Kinston,  Mrs.  C.C.  (Mary  Nell) 
vlason  of  Winston  Salem  and  Mrs.  Theodore  (Marcella)  Huguelet  of  Sylva.  He  became 
eacher-principal  of  a  two  teacher  school,  and  later  became  principal  of  Qualla  School 
vhich  was  consolidated  during  his  tenure  of  service.  Upon  his  graduation  from  Wake 
'orest  College  in  1925,  he  became  principal  of  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute.  In  1927,  he 
noved  to  Cullowhee  Laboratory  School,  andinl930he  became  principal  of  Sylva  High 
School.  In  1935,  the  Reeds  moved  from  Jackson  County  to  Balls  Creek  School  near 
Newton,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Reed  left  Balls  Creek  to  become  pastor  of  the  Maiden 
3aptist  Church  where  he  stayed  one  year  before  becoming  Superintendent  of  the  Ken- 
ledy  Home  in  Kinston.  In  1950,  he  was  named  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  North 
parolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  with  offices  at  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville.  From 
|:his  position,  he  retired  in  1958.  His  service  as  interim  pastor  after  his  retirement 
touched  the  lives  of  members  of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Kinston  and  First  Baptist 
Uhurch  in  Sylva.  On  September  1,  1970,  he  passed  to  the  reward  of  a  faithful  servant 
pf  God,  and  his  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  near  Lovedale  Baptist  Church 
Df  Sylva.

ARTICLE  I 

The  Name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 

ARTICLE  U  ' 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  c 
earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  tt 
churches. 

ARTICLE  m 

(1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers 
whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient.  (2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommei 
measures  of  usefulness  and  guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization 
ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  sha

ARTICLE  V 

(1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on  Thursday  and  Friday  pn 
ceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The  association  year  begins  on  July  1  and  coi 
tinues  through  June  30  of  the  proceeding  year.  The  associational  reports  and  chur 
letters  will  be  within  this  period.  (3)  The  Moderator  may  call  a  mid -year  session 
his  pleasure.

(a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Qer

Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelisi 
President  of  Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Educatio 
and  a  Parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association  may  desire  to  elec 
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)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed 

0  years  in  succession,  with  the  exception  of  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  the  as- 
;iation,  who  may  be  re-elected  to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of

ARTICLE  XI 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to  act  for  the  association 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of 
work  to  the  next  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XII 

The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number  present  if  the  number  satisf| 
the  will  of  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  by  a  majority  vote  fellowsf 
from  any  church  which  becomes  unorthodox  in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practi^ 
or  that  fails  to  presentitselfeitherby  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessii 
without  sufficient  reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  supitl 
of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association  in  particu: 
shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any  church,  at  its  pleasu 
may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  conside^ 
necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  memt . 
of  these  committees  are  to  be  nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committ  . 
unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  association.  v 
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ARTICLE  XV 


This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote,  providing  the  amendment 
as  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the  association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of 
e  votes  must  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 


1.  All  vacancies  occurring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Executive 
)mmittee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
oderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Com- 
littee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  Clerk  shall  mail  to  the  Clerk  of  the  association  a  letter  properly 
lied  out  on  the  blank  fumished  him  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
)dy. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not  present  a 
iitificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  committee  on  organization  and 
ception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

A.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the  annual  program 
for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  its 
July  meeting. 

B.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  bring  to 
the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the  personnel  of  the 
standing  committees. 

C.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for  raising  the 
funds  for  the  association  budget  and  prepare  for  recommendations  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  association  the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of 
funds  for  the  coming  year. 

D.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable  resolutions 
at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

E.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity 
only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry 
as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry 
and  make  recommendations  as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which 
one  is  a  member  about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the 
proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee. Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult 
with  the  committee. 

F.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate 
the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have  this  report  ready  for  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

G.  Missions  Committee:  (1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing Association  officers:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President,  Brotherhood  President, 
Chairman  of  Evangelism,  Chairman  of  Associational  Deacons,  Treasurer, 
Moderator,  and  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee,  and  four  members  at 
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large  from  member  churches  to  be  elected  by  the  association  at  its  annual 
meeting  for  1,2,3,  and  4  years  respectively  on  a  rotating  system.  After 
the  election  one  new  member  shall  be  elected  each  year  to  serve  for  a 
period  of  four  years.  (2)  The  Missions  Committee  shall  advise  and  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associ- 
ation, and  also  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches,  and  also 
shall  be  responsible  for  encouraging  and  guiding  the  churches  in  the 
association  to  faithfully  cooperate  with  the  association  program  and 
emphases. 

(3)  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  quarter  to  receive  a  written  report 
from  the  Associational  Missionary  and  make  helpful  suggestions  to  him 
concerning  his  work.  (4)  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any 
group  seeking  to  organize  a  new  church,  or  seek  to  help  any  member 
church  desiring  assistance  in  its  problems.

The  Executive  Committee  may  terminate  employment  by  giving  thirty  day!

Paragraph  4)  ; 

2.  General  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  Association  a 
they  function  through  the  Associational  Office. 

3.  Work  primarily  with  associational  General  Officers,  Committees,  and  Organi 
zations. 

4.  Work  closely  with  auxiliary  organizations. 

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  State  and  SBC  Agencies. 
III.  Duties  of  the  Missionary: 

1.  Administrative 

a.  Administer  policies  and  instructions  committed  to  him  by  the  Associatio 
its  Executive  Committee  or  Board. 

b.  Work  closely  with  the  Associational  Officers,  Committees,  and  Organ: 
zations  to  help  each  group  determine  (1)  its  opportunities  and  objective 
based  on  needs  in  the  churches,  and  (2)  its  procedures  and  programs  fl 
achieving  these  objectives.  ! 

c.  Help  the  Association  to  develop  annual  and  long-range  objectives;  s  , 
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goals,  and  make  plans  for  their  attainment. 

d.  Correlate  the  work  of  all  organizations  and  Committees  in  the  Association, 
and  publish  a  Calendar  of  Activities. 

e.  All  staff  to  be  responsible  to  the  Missionary  selection  and  supervision 
under  his  responsibilities  until  informed  otherwise  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

f.  Serve  as  ex- officio  member  of  all  committees. 

g.  Have  general  oversight  of  purchasing  equipment  and  supplies  within 
the  approved  budget. 

h.  Inform  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies  of  needs,  problems,  and 
potentialities  within  the  Association. 

i.  Interpret  to  the  churches  the  program  resources  and  other  assistance  avail- 
able from  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  agencies. 

2.  As  Counselor- Shepherd 

To  counsel  with  church  leaders  as  recpested  with  reference  to  (1)  Programs 
and  procedures  in  their  churches;  (2)  Calling  a  pastor  or  other  staff  member; 
(3)  Actual  or  threatened  breach  of  fellowship;  (4)  Church  objectives;  (5) 
Church  policies;  (6)  Assist  pastorless  churches;  (7)  Assist  pastors  and  others 
in  counseling  those  who  are  called  into  church- related  vocations.

(14)  Study  objectives  and  long-range  planning;  (15)  Studying  and  evaluating 
procedures,  curriculum.  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  etc.,  (16)  Church- 
Community  Surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept;  and 
(18)  publishing  of  a  regular  news  medium. 

4.  In  the  Associational  Office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  mail,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to 
his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquiries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  Associational  Officers,  Committees,  and  heads  of  Organizations 
to  get  out  promotional  mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

,  The  Schedule   of  Benefits   Provided   by  the  Association  for  the  Missionary. 

1.  His  salary  shall  be,  . 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include: 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include: 

a.  One  day  each  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest 
that  excludes  normal  Associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  'six  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  Association  for  special 
work  with  local  churches  or  with  State  and  SBC  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  14  days  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days 
to  be  accumulated.  Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  Association  for 
one  year,  without  Executive  Committee  action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded 
with  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Associatit)n. 

4.  All  honoraria  from  churches  inside  or  outside  the  Association  and  all  hono-

be  submitted  to  the  Association.

sociation and  its  willingness  to  abide  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  Association.

Each  church  shall  give 
a  written  report  to  the  missions  committee  and  the  Executive  Committee 
each  quarter  of  their  work  and  giving  toward  associational  program  and 
state  and  south- wide  participation. 
The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at  the  annual  sessions 
containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee  on  Reports.  The  Clerk 
shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and  these  reports  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two  weeks  before  the  Association  meets

The  Foundation  has  again  this  year  put  a  major  interest  on  the  making  of  wills. 

Many  churches  have  used  the  facilities  of  the  Foundation  to  conduct  Will  Clinics, 
and  reports  from  these  clinics  indicate  that  they  have  been  very  successful. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  has  had  a  most  successful  year,  is  on  the  move,  and  is 
rendering  service  to  individual  Baptists  in  a  concrete  way.

ANNUITY  BOARD 

"Good  Experience  credit"  is  a  new  term  in  Protection  Program  vocabulary.  ''Good 
experience  credit"  means  larger  benefits  for  active  and  retired  members  as  of  January 
1,  1970. 

For  the  active  member  and  his  family  the  stipulated  amounts  of  eligible  benefits 
in  Rans  AlO  and  All  (formerly  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan)  now  are  the  minimum. 
The  "good  experience  credit"  will  be  extra  -  over  and  above  the  minimum.  For  1970 
the  "good  experience  credit"  will  be  about  2^oof  the  retirement  credits  accrued  as  of 
that  date.  The  amounts  credited  in  the  future  may  vary,  depending  on  interest  earned. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  the  Annuity  Board  mailed  a  "13ch  Check"  to  all 
recipients  of  life  retirement  benefits.  The  extra  check,  amounting  to  IS^o  of  the  an- 
nual benefit,  was  the  largest  to  date. 

Since  1918  the  Annuity  Board  has  paid  $73,717,267  in  benefits  to  Southern  Baptist 
ministers,  agency  and  church  employes,  widows  and  children  through  the  programs 
administered. 

Highlights  of  1969  were:  24,256  active  members  in  Plan  A  of  Protection  Program, 
9,756  in  Plan  B,  and  3,358  in  Plan  C.  There  are  14,871  active  members  in  Health 
Benefit  Ran,  and  9,336  in  Life  Benefit  Ran.  The  Total  Benefits  paid  were  $7,273,851. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Association  and  12  churches  are  participating  in  the  Protectior 
program.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

God  has  blessed  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  through  all  of  our  nineteen  years,  and 
during  the  past  year  in  a  very  special  way.  We  acknowledge  His  goodness  and  thank 
Him  for  every  manifestation  of  His  love.  We  also  want  to  express  sincere  gratitude 
to  our  Baptist  people  for  their  increased  love  and  concern  for  the  195  dear  elderly 
people  to  whom  we  are  ministering  in  our  five  Baptist  Homes  -  Resthaven,  the  Hayes 
Home,  and  Nursing  Care  Unit,  in  Winston -Salem;  the  Albermarle  Home  in  Alber- 
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marie;  the  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton;  and  the  Yanceyville  Home,  in  Yanceyville. 

An  urgent  appeal  was  made  to  our  Baptist  people  before  our  offering  in  February 
to  help  us  reduce  the  alarming  deficit  in  the  operation  of  the  Homes.  This  plea  was 
heard,  and  the  offering,  of  $168,349.34,  from  July  1,1969  through  June  30,  1970  from 
our  Baptist  Churches,  has  exceeded  all  other  offerings  in  previous  years.  The 
Tuckaseigee  Association  of  churches  responded  with  an  offering  of  $709.87. 

Of  great  interest  in  our  Development  Program  is  a  proposed  new  addition  to  our 
present  Nursing  Care  Unit.  Judge  and  Mrs.  William  M.  York,  of  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina,  have  offered  a  gift  of  $80,000.00  by  September  1,  1970.  If  this  proposal  is 
fulfilled,  10  to  12  additional  rooms  would  be  made  available,  with  accommodations 
for  20  to  24  people,  and  bringing  our  total  nursing  care  capacity  to  80  beds.  We  appeal 
to  Baptist  people  to  pray  for  the  success  of  this  very  special  project  in  the  care  of 
our  elderly  sick. 

There  is  no  greater  security  for  an  older  person  than  that  of  the  Christian  nurture 
and  love  offered  in  our  Baptist  Homes,  and  we  thank  the  Lord,  and  our  Baptist  people, 
for  this  ministry.  We  shall  continue  to  look  to  Him,  and  to  our  people,  on  behalf  of 
these  to  whom  Christian  love  means  so  much,  in  the  faith  that  our  needs  will  be 
supplied.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Medical  Center  continues  a  high  quality  program  of  medical  care,  training  of 
medical  personnel,  and  research  in  the  causes  and  treatment  of  the  diseases  which 
afflict  us.  In  the  face  of  serious  financial  problem  s,  the  hospital  staff  is  working  more 
diligently  than  ever  to  minister  to  our  people  in  keeping  with  their  needs  and  to  the 
limit  of  the  hospital's  resources. 

The  hospital  has  instituted  more  efficient  admission  procedures  regarding  patients' 
financial  resources  and  plans  for  payment  of  hospital  bills.  Trained  counselors  are 
interviewing  patients  and  their  families  regarding  advance  payments  which  are  now 
required  and  for  getting  more  accurate  information  on  those  who  will  need  help.  In  this 
way  they  are  able  better  to  discover  those  patients  who  may  be  eligible  for  medical 
care  assistance  through  Social  Services  departments  or  other  health  agencies,  and  can 
start  proceedings  at  once  for  getting  these  patients  certified  if  this  has  not  already 
been  done.  These  agencies  pay  a  major  part  of  the  cost  for  a  patient  they  certify, 
but  not  the  total  cost,  and  the  Mother's  Day  Fund  must  pay  the  balance.  A  member  of 
the  family  must  go  to  the  agency  and  give  the  necessary  information,  and  getting  this 
done  is  often  a  real  problem.  Many  of  our  pastors  have  helped  in  this  connection  and 
have  rendered  important  service  for  the  patients  and  the  hospital. 

After  paying  the  difference  between  what  the  agencies  pay  and  the  total  cost  for 
these  patients,  the  Mother's  Day  Offerings  are  used  to  help  as  many  as  possible  of 
those  who  are  not  eligible  for  certification  and  who  themselves  cannot  pay  the  total 
cost  of  their  care.  First  preference  must  be  given  to  those  patients  whose  needs  are 
greatest  and  most  urgent.  The  free  care  the  hospital  gives  must  now  be  limited  in 
keeping  with  the  funds  provided  for  this  purpose,  however,  because  the  hospital  can- 
not continue  to  eo  deeper  in  debt.

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There  were  34  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  contributing  $2,761.38 
to  the  Mother's  Day  offering.  Last  year  1969  we  had  40  churches  contributing 
$3,786.45.

REPORT  OF  HOSPITAL  CHAPLAINCY 
F^ul  A.  Barker,  Chaplain,  C.J.  Harris  Community  Hospital 

Mr.  Moderator,  Member  and  Friends  of  The  Tuckaseigee  Association, 
i     How  tremendous  is  the  power  available  to  us  who  believe  in  God.  That  power  is 
the  same  divine  energy  which  was  demonstrated  in  Christ  when  God  raised  Him  from 
jthe  dead."  (Eph.  1:19,20  -  Phillips'*) 

'  As  we' participate  in  the  Hospital  Chaplaincy  in  our  own  community  we  are  indeed 
seeking  to  •'LIVE  THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST  IN  OPENNESS  AND  FREEDOM". 

Among  the  numerous  duties  and  privileges  of- the  Hospital  Chaplain,  let  me  men- 
iition  a  few  of  those  mentioned  by  The  Committee  on  Chaplaincy,  of  The  Jackson 
ICounty  Ministerial  Association: 

1.  The  Chaplain  will  serve  from  9:00  A.M.  to  1:00  P.M.,  Monday,  through  Friday. 
I  2.  The  Chaplain  shall  notify  all  Pastors  of  their  patients  in  the  hospital,  by  the 
I         telephone  or  by  mail. 

3.  The  Chaplain  shall  visit  all  out-of-town  and  non -church  patients. 

4.  The  Chaplain  shall  keep  a  Chaplain's  File  for  Local  Ministers  to  check  daily. 

5.  TTie  Chaplain  shall  be  available  to  give  assistance  to  the  doctors,  nurses  and 
hospital  administration. 

6.  The  Chaplain  shall  be  available  to  the  local  churches  and  other  organizations 
to  promote  the  chaplaincy  program. 

7.  The  Chaplain  shall  be  responsible  for  an  annual  Institute,  for  laity  and  clergy, 
in  hospital  visiting. 

On  June  first,  1970  this  work  was  begun.  Let  me  describe  one  day  at  the  hospital, 
which  took  place  just  last  week.  Upon  arriving  fifteen  minutes  early  the  chaplain 
discovered  that  he  could  use  the  extra  time,  for,  as  he  looked  over  the  roster  of  pa- 
tients there  were  62,  plus  eight  babies !  This  is  considerably  above  our  average  of  47.6 
and  4.1  babies. 

Fortunately  there  had  been  no  deaths  during  the  night.  The  chaplain  checked  each 
patient  by  name,  pulled  the  cards  from  the  files  of  those  who  had  been  discharged, 
looked  for  the  names  of  the  pastors  whom  the  patients  had  listed  to  be  notified,  called 
the  pastors  who  could  be  reached  and  then  mailed  cards  to  nine  others. 

The  chaplain  visited  twelve  patients  on  second  floor  and  fifteen  on  third,  listen- 
ing to  the  deep  needs  which  each  one  was  seeking  to  tell  someone.  These  visits  led 
to  five  interviews  expressing  personal  spiritual  needs.  Before  one  knew  it  the  time  was 
12:45  P.M.  A  nurse  reminded  the  chaplain  that  he  had  promised  to  speak  to  the  student 
nurses  on  **'Ihe  Christian  Family,"  There  was  an  excellent  response  and  interested 
participation.  The  day  ended  at  3:45  P.M.  What  a  day  of  spiritual  challenge,  witness 
and  service. 

There  are  many  phases  of  the  work  in  a  hospital  which  will  tug  at  your  heart.  For 
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example,  one  day  an  expectant  mother  was  critically  ill.  The  doctor  asked  me  to  visit 
her  again.  She  said,  "Do  you  think  that  God  hears  my  prayers?"  "What  >would  yoi 
like  to  tell  Him?"  the  chaplain  asked.  "I  >A/ant  to  give  Him  my  life  anew!"  she  said. 
Assurance  was  given  her,  "If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness"  1  John  1:9.  We  had  prayei 
together.   She   said,    "He  does!  He  does  receive  me.  1  will  soon  be  with  Him!** 

The  next  morning  I  saw  a  new  baby  boy,  but  the  mother  was  gone.  She  had  gone 
to  meet  her  Lord  and  Saviour ! 

The  chaplain  called  a  local  pastor  who  administered  to  the  family .  This  family 
will  never  forget  that  Pastor.  One  can  never  forget  the  words,  of  Jesus,  ''Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

Almost  two  months  have  passed  and  that  precious  baby  has  grown  from  3  lbs.  14 
oz.  to  5  lbs.!  Day  by  day  the  nurses  have  given  this  little  boy  tender  love  and  care 
under  the  wise  direction  of  the  doctors,  and  with  the  encouragement  of  the  chaplain 
and  the  pastors  of  this  area. 

Different  Christian  men  and  women  have  asked  about  adopting  this  little  boy,  but 
his  grandparents  came  for  him  last  week  to  take  him  home. 

The  nurse  accompanied  them  to  the  car,  and  smiling  through  her  tears,  returned  tt 
the  nursery,  to  shower  her  love  and  care  upon  other  children  entrusted  to  her  for  a  fe^ 
days.    This  is  "LIVING  THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST  IN  OPENNESS  AND  FREEDOM." 

Thank  God  for  Christian  nurses  and  doctors !  Thank  God  for  our  pastors  and  laymer 
who  visit  the  sick  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master. 

It  has  been  the  privilege  of  the  Chaplain  to  visit  three  churches  and  to  preach  at 
the  following  churches:  Webster  Baptist,  Sylva  Presbyterian,  Old  Savannah,  Shoal  Creel 
Tuckaseigee,  First  Baptist  and  First  Methodist  inSylva  and  Presbyterian  in  Cullowhee. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  Chaplain  to  visit  every  church  possible,  by  invitation  of  the 
pastor,  as  time  permits. 

May  I  ask  your  prayers  and  continued  cooperation  as  we  seek  together  to  "LIVI 
THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST  IN  OPENNESS  AND  FREEDOM."

GEORGE  W.  TRUETT  BAPTIST  CAMP 

Again  we  must  praise  the  Name  of  our  Lord!  There  is  no  other  way  to  explain  the 
phenomenal  growth  that  has  occurred  at  Truett  Camp  over  these  past  three  years.  Wc 
have  just  completed  our  second  consecutive  year  of  victory  in  all  areas  of  Camp  life, 
We  praise  our  Lord  for  all  of  these  blessings,  and  thank  you,  the  people  and  churches  d 
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Region  10,  for  your  help  in  making  them  possible. 

Among  the  many  improvements  this  year  \were  the  new  kitchen, remodeled  showers, 
redecorated  dining  hall,  and  the  Rev.  Yancey  Qegg  Memorial  Library.  There  are  still 
many  other  physical  improvements  needed,  but  we  know  that  with  your  continued 
support  we  will  be  able  to  soon  meet  these  needs  also. 

Probably  the  three  greatest  needs  facing  the  Camp  now  are: 

(1)  The  completion  of  a  combination  office  and  canteen  building.  It  is  already  under 
construction  and  is  being  built  with  part  of  the  logs  from  the  original  George 
Truett  house. 

(2)  The  erection  of  a  semi -open  air  chapel,  with  class  room  space.  This  too,  will  be 
partly  built  from  the  Truett  home  logs. 

I  (3)  The  purchasing  of  new  bedding.  There  is  desperate  need  for  new  bunks,  mattresses 
j       and  springs. 

I  The  attendance  this  year  averaged  32  campers  and  8  staff  members  each  week. 
1  The  total  average  40  per  week  was  down  by  2  from  last  year.  The  total  attendance  this 
year  was  222  campers  as  compared  with  230  last  year.  Of  these  222  there  were  29 
\  professions  of  faith.  There  were  65  other  types  of  decisions  made  for  Christ.  A  total 
i  of  94  decisions  for  Christ  were  recorded  for  the  7  weeks. 

I  Finances  made  another  leap  forward  this  year.  Last  year  we  received  gifts  totaling 
i  $5,252,91,  which  more  than  doubled  the  previous  years  income  from  gifts.  The  State 
(Baptist  Convention  contributed  $2,530.00  of  the  amount  given  last  year.  The  gifts  this 

year  from  churches  and  individuals  within  Region  10  was  $5,445.26.  In  addition  the 
■Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  gave  $3,000.00.  This  brings  our  total  gifts 

this  year  to  $8,445.26. 

I      The  Advisory  and  Promotional  Committee  is  suggesting  that  all  of  the  churches 
I  in  Region  10  observe  Truett  Camp  Day  on  the  first  Sunday  in  June  each  year.  You  will 
be  receiving  more  information  on  this  later. 

I      In  spite  of  the  increased  gifts  it  has  become  necessary  to  increase  tuition  next 
lyear.  The  exact  amount  will  be  determined  by  the  Camp  Committee  and  will  be  pub- 
licized in  the  new  literature.  The  cost  of  operating  the  Camp  has  exceeded  the  income 
.  from  operations  by  almost  $1,000  this  year. 

\  We  rejoice  over  a  great  year.  We  pray  for  and  expect  a  continued  growth  in  the  years 
ahead.

An  Evangelism  Research  Seminar  has  been  planned  at  Southeastern  Seminary,  Wakt 
Forest  for  October  5-6, 1970.  This  seminar  will  include  an  in  depth  study  of  five  papei 
related  to  evangelism. 

The  25th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  War  Memorial  Audi 
torium  and  Greensboro  Coliseum  on  February  1-2,  1971.  The  closing  session  will  b< 
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a  Youth  Evangelism  Night  in  Greensboro  Coliseum  which  seats  16,000  with  Dr. 
Leighton  Ford  of  the  Billy  Graham  Association  as  the  featured  speaker.  Pray  for  this 
special  session  that  many  youth  will  make  genuine  decisions  for  Christ.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

In  a  day  when  many  ma  jor  denominations  are  cutting  back  -their  missions  programs 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  Southern  Baptists  are  making  large  advances.  For  instance, 
in  the  last  seven  years  we  have  gone  from  $8,452,410  to  $13,836,619  given  to  foreign 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 

In  order  to  helpthe  churches  of  Tuckaseigee  Association  grow  in  support  of  Cooper- 
ative Program  work  we  recommend: 

1)  That  our  churches  keep  in  mind  the  inflationary  trends  of  our  economy  and  plan  to 
increase  their  contributions  to  missions. 

2)  ITiat  every  church  observe  Cooperative  Program  Month  in  October, 

3)  That  every  church  observe  Cooperative  Program  Day  in  April. 

4)  That  contributions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  be  on  a  percentage  basis  rather 
than  a  fixed  dollar  figure.  To  implement  a  program  of  percentage  increase  to  world 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  we  suggest: 

A.  For  churches  giving  under  20%,  advance  2%  each  year  up  to  20%. 

B.  For  churches  giving  20%  but  under  30%  level,  advance  l%each  year  to  30%, 

C.  For  churches  reaching  the  30%  level,  advance  1/2%  each  year  until  the  object- 
ive set  by  the  church  is  reached. 

There  are  now  five  programs  to  help  in  the  matter  of  planning,  promoting  and 
pledging  church  budgets  offered  by  the  Stewardship  Commission. 

1)  The  Forward  Program  of  Christian  Stewardship,  The  theme  for  this  year  is  "If  You 
Really  Care  -  Share*'. 

2)  Growth  In  Christian  Stewardship,  a  program  designed  for  the  church  with  300  mem- 
bers or  under, 

3)  The  Christian  Family  Acknowledging  the  Lordship  of  Christ  through  Stewardship, 
This  program  is  designed  to  teach  sound  money  management  principles  to  the 
Christian  family  by  acknowledging  the  Lordship  of  Christ, 

4)  Tithers  Enrolment  Week  plans 

5)  Weekend  Stewardship  Revival  plans. 

In  addition  to  these  materials,  which  have  become  standard  items,  graded  mat- 
erials have  been  produced  to  help  our  churches  begin  teaching  the  principles  of  stew- 
ardship development  during  the  early  years.  "My  Money  Helps"  and  "Money  and  Me" 
are  for  children  six  through  eleven.  "Youth  In  Stewardship"  (called  YIS)  is  a  five 
session  youth  fellowship  emphasis.

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FOREIGN  MISSIONS 


On  May  1,  1970,  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  were  under  appointment  to  71  geo- 
graphical or  political  entities.  At  the  close  of  1969  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  had  an  overseas  missionary  staff  of  2,490.  This  included  153  missionary 
associates,  4  special  project  riurses,  and  128  missionary  journeymen.  Appointments 
during  the  year  totaled  261  (139  career,  49  associates,  62  journeymen,  1  special  proj- 
ect nurse,  and  10  career  reappointments).  Between  January  -  May,  1970,  18  more  were 
added. 

Underlying  all  our  missionary  endeavors  is  the  ultimate  purpose  of  leading  people 
to  new  life  in  Jesus  Christ  and  the  cultivation  of  New  Testament  churches.  At  the  end 
of  1969,  reports  from  the  Missions  (organizations  of  Southern  Baptist  missionaries) 
totaled  5,303  churches  (3,821  self-supporting),  7,375  mission  points,  and  4,574  na-  \ 
tional  pastors.  Also  reported  were  54,994  baptisms  and  631,259  church  members. 

A  major  focus  of  attention  during  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  Crusade  of 
the  Americas.  Plans  were  continued  for  international  campaigns  on  a  large  scale  in 
1970  in  Europe,  Africa,  and  Asia. 

The  758  schools  (in  43  countries)  with  which  our  missionaries  are  related  enrolled 
93,005  students  and  were  staffed  by  3,150  national  and  460  missionary  teachers  and 
administrators. 

Twenty-seven  publication  centers  overseas  and  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  produced  over 
29  million  pieces:  tracts,  books,  periodicals,  Bibles,  hymnbooks.  Staffing  these 
centers  were  83  missionaries  and  590  national  workers.  The  COMMISSION,  our  foreign 
missions  journal  of  the  Board,  reported  an  average  monthly  circulation  of  79,698  in 
1969. 

Medical  institutions  in  which  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  serve  mcluded  21 
hospitals  and  92  clinics  and  dispensaries,  with  a  total  of  1,538  beds.  In  1969,  194 
national  and  47  missionary  physicians  labored  with  387  national  and  77  missionary 
nurses.  They  treated  64,508  inpatients  and  cared  for  815,512  outpatients.  Engaged 
additionally  in  the  medical  ministry  were  1,575  nationals  and  38  missionaries. 

During  1969  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  provided  emergency  funds  for  the  relief  of 
human  distress  in  Nigeria  and  Vietnam  and  in  Chile  where  a  severe  drought  brought 
much  suffering.  Forth -six  good  will  and  community  centers  were  in  operation  in  1969, 
reaching  people  in  varied  ways:  literacy  classes,  homemaking  courses,  Bible  study 
clubs,  and  evangelistic  services.  Staffed  by  42  missionaries  and  138  nationals,  these 
centers  extended  their  ministry  to  457,615  children  and  adults.  Two  missionaries  as- 
sisted national  workers  in  caring  for  838  boys  and  girls  in  19  children's  homes. 

Total  contributions  for  Southern  Baptist  for  foreign  missions  amounted  to  $31,005, 
797  as  1969  closed  (a  per  capita  gift  of  $2.70).  The  1969  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offer- 
ing had  reached  a  total  of  $15,297,558  by  May  1,  1970. 

Our  prayer  for  foreign  missions  mustbethata  new  tide  of  spiritual  power  and  pur- 
pose will  com  e  in  and  lift  us  up  into  even  new  and  greater  dimensions.

The  Division  of  Missions  works  through  six  departments  and  various  specialized 
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ministries.  In  order  to  serve  more  effectively  there  is  a  Department  of  City  Metro- 
politan Missions  (centers  over  2500  population);  Town  and  Country  (towns  under  2500 
j  population  and  all  rural  areas);  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute;  Deaf  Work;  Inter - 
I  racial  Cooperation;  and  recently  approved  Department  of  Chaplaincy  Ministry.  In 
I  addition,  there  are  specialized  ministries  at  Cherokee;  in  military  areas;  and  the 
ifollowing  institutions:  Leonard  Training  School,  Samarcand  Training  School;  McCain 
iSanitorium;  Odom  Prison;  and  Morrison  Training  School. 

I  The  Division  of  Missions  emphasizes  service  to  local  churches,  especially  those 
jthat  may  be  classified  as  missions.  Pastoral  aid  is  granted  to  many  churches  in  both 
I  rural  and  city  areas.  Lot  aid  is  provided  in  needy  situations.  Along  with  financial  aid, 
j  competent  counsel  will  be  given  by  department  secretaries  when  requested  by  the 
;  church. 

!  The  leadership  of  the  Division  of  Missions  is  emphasizing  the  salvation  of  the 
whole  man.  Our  approach  is  based  upon  deep  convictions  concerning  the  necessity  of 
j  both  faith  and  works,

HOME  MISSIONS  ^ 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  observing  its  125th  anniversary  year  with  gratitude  to 
God  for  his  favor  and  appreciation  to  Southern  Baptists  for  their  support  during  the  past 
century  and  a  quarter. 

Some  highlights  of  Home  Missions  this  past  year  are:  370  new  missions  and  97 
new  churches;  428  received  church  pastoral  aid;  142  loans  were  granted  for  $3,816,303; 
an  additional  85  loans  were  executed  for  $4,550,900.  The  total  churches  served  were 
'  227  with  $8,367,203. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  appointed  585  new  missionaries,  bringing  the  total  num- 
ber of  missionaries  to  2,235.  There  are  also  922  Student  Summer  Personnel;  74  short- 
terra  and  40  long-term  Christian  Service  CorpS;  31  youth  groups  with  a  total  of  1,175 
young  people.

HISTORIAN 

This  report  is  prepared  with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  added  to  at  each  session  of  the 
annual  association  till  it  may  become  in  content  concurrent  with  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  body.  Ihe  information  given  herein  is  drawn  from  two  sources,  one  being  the 
HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  TUCKASEIGEE  ASSOCIATION  prepared  by  Professor  E.H. 
Stillwell  for  the  celebration  of  our  first  one  hundredth  anniversary  in  1929,  and  the 
other  the  MINUTES  OF  THE  SEVENTY -EIGHTH  ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE  TUCKA- 
SEIGEE BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  held  with  the  Shoal  Creek  Baptist  Church.  Whittier, 
North  Carolina  in  1907. 


Professor  Stillwell  tells  us  that  the  Baptist  were  among  the  first  comers  to  the 
mountains  of  North  Carolina.  He  also  gives  us  some  strong  evidence  that  the  first  of 
these  to  come  soon  established  churches  in  the  area  between  the  Blue  Ridge  and  the 
Smokies.  He  further  states  that  the  first  probable  church  was  established  in  1790  and 
given  the  name  of  Three  Forks  Baptist  Church  in  what  is  now  Watauga  county.  Soon 
other  churches  were  founded  and  finally  grouped  themselves  into  the  Three  Forks  Bap- 
tist Association,  From  these  churches  brave  men  and  women  moved  on  and  out,  lead- 
ing their  families  into  other  vallies  and  settling  in  their  homes.  Soon  Buncombe  and 
Haywood  were  occupied  by  these  brave  and  industrious  lovers  of  the  Bible,  their  church- 
es, homes  and  country.  The  names  of  Humphrey  Posey,  James  Whi taker,  Stephen 
Morgan,  Thomas  Snelson,  Thomas  Justice,  and  Benjamin  King  were  prominent  pioneer 
Baptist  preachers. 

The  names  of  these  brave  men  and  their  families  remind  us  that  they  remembered 
names  of  men  of  the  Bible.  Some  of  these  men  including  Humphrey  Posey  were  among 
the  first  to  come  into  the  territory  of  our  own  association. 

In  1821  ten  members  of  the  Locust  Old  Field  Baptist  church  in  Haywood  county  re- 
ceived letters  from  their  mother  church  to  form  a  new  church  west  of  the  Balsam 
Mountain.  These  ten  members  met  with  Adam  Com  and  Joseph  Bryson  from  Crab- 
tree  Baptist  church  in  Haywood  County  and  were  duly  "constituted  a  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  the  Baptist  faith  and  order".  This  church  was  located  at  the  mouth  of  Bum- 
garner  Branch  near  Webster.  Reverend  Adam  Corn  was  their  first  pastor  and  served 
them  for  eighteen  years  on  one  Saturday  and  one  Sunday  each  month.  James  Styles 
and  Benjamin  Hatfield  served  as  the  first  deacons.  The  church  was  known  as  The 
Tuckaseigee  Meeting  House,  It  bore  this  name  until  it  was  moved  to  a  place  near  the 
mouth  of  Cullowhee  Creek  nine  years  later.  After  moving  to  the  new  location  the 
name  was  changed  to  Cullowhee  Meeting  House. 

Out  of  this  has  grown  the  present  Cullowhee  Baptist  Church  located  on  grounds 
joining  the  campus  of  Wester  Carolina  University. 

On  November  6,  1892  delegates  from  seven  churches  in  the  counties  of  Haywood 
and  Macon  met  in  Cullowhee  and  organized  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  association, 
Jackson  county  had  not  yet  formed  and  Cullowhee  was  then  in  Macon  county.  The 
first  moderator  was  Elder  Humphrey  Posey.  The  churches  presenting  representatives 
were  Locust  Old  Field,  Waynesville,  Cullowhee,  Mount  Zion,  Cowee,  Franklin  and 
Head  of  Tennessee, 

From  the  minutes  of  1907  we  find  this  note  of  interest  telling  us  that  sixty  three 
years  ago  there  was  a  felt  need  of  associational  missions,  A  committee  was  formed 
to  employ  an  associational  missionary.  The  name  of  Reverend  M.A,  Love  was  present- 
ed to  the  association.  The  board  or  committee  gave  him  his  instructions  to  work  with 
the  destitute,  assist  the  pastors,  foster  and  develop  the  spirit  of  missions,  and  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  education.  He  was  to  receive  four  hundred  dollars  as  straight  salary 
and  later  to  have  one  church  to  pastor  one  Saturday  and  one  Sunday  in  each  month 
substracting  the  amount  of  the  offerings  received  from  his  set  salary.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  not  accepted  by  the  association  and  the  effort  failed. 

I  prayerfully  hope  that  this  report  may  be  added  to  till  it  is  brought  up  to  date.  If 
you  have  later  copies  of  Professor  Stillwells  STUDIES  IN  CHURCH  HISTORY  see  that 
the  historian  for  next  year  has  access  to  them,  also  if  you  have  old  minutes  of  the  as- 
sociation they  will  be  valuable.
